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Iraqis seize 100 sq. kms 

of Iranian territory in 
new attack on central zone 


BAGHDAD (AP) — Iraqi forces punched 
into Iranian territory on Friday, destroying 
two armoured Iranian brigades and cap- 
turing five bills and a valley, a military spo- 
kesman said. 

'“Large numbers of Iranians, 
including a number of officers, 
were taken prisoner,” he said. 

An Ir anian helicopter gunship 
was shot down during the battles 
that raged along a front line 10 
kilometres wide, said the spo- 
kesman. The occupied area is 10 
kilometres deep, be said. 

Earlier, a spokesman denied 
I ranian claims that two Iraqi pla- 
nes were shot down by the Ira- 
nians on Thursday. 

Reporters earlier this week vis- 
ited the Iraqi-occupied Iranian 
territory, the first to be seized by 
Iraq since its army withdrew from 
Iranian land July 1982, two years 
after the Gulf war started. > 
Major General Thabet Sultan, 
commander of the Fourth Army 
Corps, told reporters Tuesday that 
tile region was rich with oil and 
cautioned that the Ir anians were 
massing troops to counter-attack. 
He vowed to take the fighting ins- 


The spokesman, quoted by 
Baghdad Radio, said Iraqi forces, 
in the central sector of the 1,180- 
kilometre warfront carried out a 
large-scale attack against Ir anian 
troops, seizing 100 square kil- 
ometres of Iranian land. 

This brought the Iranian ter- 
ritory under Iraqi control in the. 
region to 375 square kilometres. 
Iraqi troops of the Fourth Army 
Cojps deployed in the central sec- 
tor captured 275 square kil- 
ometres during thrusts late April 
and early May. 

The spokesman said the area 
seized included five hills and a val- 
ley in a region called Jam Hindy 
and Sa Ah Kezeh in the sandy des- 
ert terrain across the border east 
of the Iraqi post at Rika.

Peres seeks to play down reports 
of imminent Israeli- Syrian war

ISRAELI LEADERS, on. Friday 
sought to play down reports of an 
imminen t Israeli attack against 
Syria and said they bad no 'ind- 
ications that Syria was going to 
launch an attack in the immediate 
future. 

Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
told Israel Radio that Israel did 
not intend to attack Syria and had 
no information that Syria was 
about to attack Israel. 

The prime minister’s remarks 
appeared aimed at cooling reports 
of tension on the Golan Heights 
ceasefire line. A U.S. television 
network cm Thursday reported 
Israel was preparing a major mil- 
itary strike against Syria. 

"lean say with clarity that Israel 
has no intention of attacking Syria 
and, to tiie best of my knowledge, 
we have no indications that tiie 
Syrians are going to attack Israel 
(for example) tomorrow mor- 
ning,” Peres told Israel Radio. 

He said the tension started with 
warnings of impending Israeli act- 
ion sent recently by Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (FLO) Cha- 
irman Yasser Arafat to Arab lea- 
ders. 

“The whole thing was bom in a 
cradle of bluff... (but) there has 
been a lot of talk, people have 
been talking too much” Peres 
said. 

The report by CBS Television 
said Israeli Defence Minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin, now in the United 
States, told officials there Israel 


would strike at Syria. 

Quoting \JS. and Western 
EpropeptL, intelligence ^experts, 
CBS News said it was unclear 
when such an attack — which 
could paraDei last month’s UJS. 
raid against Libya — would be 
launched, but it implied it could be 
soon. 

A State Department spo- 
kesman declined commnet on the 
report,whichsaidRabin,nowona 
US. tour, “bluntly told some U -S. 
officials in private that Israel is 
going to retaliate.” 

Rabin, who met Defence Sec- 
retary Caspar Weinberger and 
Vice-President George Bush , told 
reporters Syrian intelligence off- 
icials were responsible for the att- 
empt to blow up an El A1 airlines 
Jumbo jet flying from London to 
Tel Aviv last month. 

“Israeli military experts believe 
that the Syrian military threat is 
growing rapkily and that both for 
political and practical reasons the 
sooner Israel moves against Syria 
the better,” CBS said. 

“The Israelis are also said to 
believe that if they do not move 
now, Syria will use its superior 
tank force to strike across the 
Golan Heights.” 

CBS said: “No one in the int- 
elligence community is willing to 
predict just when the Israelis will 
strike.” But it quoted an uni- 
dentified senior U.S. official as 
saying he believes“the Israelis are 
building a case in order to whack 
Syria.” 


It quoted other US. officials as 
saying that after last month’s U.S. ' 
raid.paLibyarit would he next j© . 
impossible for the Reagan adm- 
inistration to either discourage or 
criticise any Israeli action.” 

U.S. planes attacked two Lib- 
yan cities after President Reagan 
Mamed Libya for the bombing of a 
West Berlin discotheque fre- 
quented by U.S. servicemen. 

Rabin spoke to newspaper edi- 
tors in New York on Thursday in 
what CBS said was part of a cam- 
paign to press his case with tiie 
American public against Syria. 

Adminis tration officials told 
Reuters it was well-documented 
that Syria had been building up its 
armed forces with Soviet help. 

The Syrian embassy in London 
has denied any links with the att- 
empted El A1 bombing and said 
Syrians were becoming the target 
of a smear campaign “intended to 
justify Israeli and American mil- 
itary action against us.” 

British authorities have been 
seeking to question a Syrian dip- 
lomat in connection with the att- 
empt. 

The official Syrian newspaper 
A1 Ba’ath said that Syria con- 
demned terrorism but at the same 
time would not accept “blackmail, 
surrender or submission." 

In an article published on Thu- 
rsday, the paper also said that cha- 
rges that Syria was involved in ter- 
rorism was another evidence of 
the ‘ ‘failure by political thinking to 
face world crises.”

MADRID (R) — Spain expelled 
the Libyan consul-general ou Fri- 
day, accusing him of helping a 
Spanish army colonel seek sup- 
port for extreme right-wing act- 
ivities from Libyan leader Mua- 
mmar Qadhafi. 

An official statement said Con- 
sul Saed Mohammad A1 Sal am 
EsmaieJ . accompanied - Colonel 
Carlos Meer de Ribera, military 
governor of the central province 
of Avila, to Tripoli for a meeting 
with GoL.Qadhafi last January. 

“It appears (tiie colonel) asked 
for support to political extreme 
right-wing activities in Spain... it. 
appears this support has not been 
organised,” government spo- 
kesman Javier Solana told a news 
conference. 

He said the colonel, who was 
detained on Friday, appeared to' 
have acted on his own and no 
other Spanish military officers or 
civilians were involved. 

The government said the 
consul-general had engaged in act- 
ivities incompatible with his dip- 
lomatic status and ordered him to 
leave Spain on Friday. 

He was the 12th Libyan exp- 
elled from Spain in the past three 
weeks. Libya last week retaliated 
for earlier expulsions by ordering 
41 Spanish technicians and wor- 
kers to leave. 

Asked if Spain was considering 
breaking relations with Libya, Mr. 
Solana said: “The government is 
not considering this possibility at 
this moment, not at this moment.” 

Spain's relations with Libya 
grew tenser last month after Col. 
Qadhafi threatened to strike at 
countries harbouring U 5 . military 
facilities in retaliation for any U.S. 
attack. 

The United States share fac- 
ilities at four bases in Spain. 


Policeinvestigating death of money changer

AMMAN — Police were inv- 
estigating on Friday the possibility 
of a foul play in the apparent sui- 
cide of prominent money-changer 
Safiba Shukri Rizk who was found 
dead outside his home on Thu- 
rsday. 

Mr. Rizk’s body was found by a 
passerby on the pavement just 
outside his Abdoun home at 2:10 
Thursday afternoon. A revolver 
was found beside the body and “a. 
note attached to his trousers with a 
pin sakl he had deckled to commit 
suicide because he despaired of 
life as a result of his financial tro- 
ubles ” a police spokesman said. 

The spokesman said inv- 
estigators did not rule out foul 
play and were conducting inv- 
estigations with several people. 

B anking sources toki the Jordan 
Times that Mr. Pick, 60. had fai- 
led to honour financial com- 
mitments to a number of his cus- 
tomers who deposited money witii 
his company, Saliba and Rizk 
Shukri Rizk. The sources, who put 
Mr. Rizk?s debts at about JD 18 


million, said the Central Bank was 
trying to avoid having Mr. Rizk 
file for bankruptcy for fear of end- 
angering banks and other bus- 
inesses to which he owed money.

Also, 
according to the spokesman, 
“people tend not to commit sui- 
cide in places where they can be 
spotted by others.” 

The spokesman said he exp- 
ected tiie investigation into the' 
case to take a long time because of 
tiie complexity of the issue. 

A passerby spotted the body of' 
Mr. Rizk lymg on the pavement 
near the Sanabei Nursery School 
in Abdoun. Police and crane exp- 
erts arrived at die scene minutes 
later. The body was taken to the 
University of Jordan Hospital for - 
autopsy. The body was buried on 
Friday. 


Gemayel returns home

The Lebanese media said Mr. 
Gemayel discussed with Tunisian 
government leaders and Arab 
League officials the chances of a 
new Arab initiative to end the 11 
year-old Lebanese civil war. 

League Secretary-General 
Chadfi Klibi spent 90 minutes 
Wednesday nigh t with Mr. Gem- 
ayel. 

Mr. Klibi tokl reporters on Thu- 
rsday an Arab summit could be 
held in November if a planned 
foreign ministers’ meeting next 
month did not decide to have one 
in June. 

An authoritative Lebanese sou- 
rce said Mr. Klibi told Mr. Gem- 
ayel that Lebanon could raise the 
issue of its long-running crisis at a 
November summit. 

Mr. Gemayel on Wednesday 
met Sal ah Khalaf (Abu Iyad), who 
is number two in Palestine Lib- 


eration Organisation (PLO) lea- 
der Yasser Arafat's Fateh group. 
Lebanese officials would not 
comment on the report. 

Mr. Khalaf tokl reporters late 
Thursday he met with Mr. Gem- 
ayel and that their talks centred on 
the plight of Palestinians living in 
Lebanon. 

Diplomatic sources in Cairo 
told Reuter Mr. Gemayel held 
secret talks with President Mub- 
arak during a brief hall in Cairo on 
Tuesday on his way from Beirut to 
Tunis. 

The. sources- saaLJheir inf- 
ormation confirmed a report in 
the Abu Dhabi newspaper A1 Itt- 
ihad that Mr. Gemayel and Mr.

But Egyptian official spo- 
kesmen and a senior official of tiie 
Lebanese diplomatic mission in 
Cairo said they could not confirm 
rumours that Mr. Gemayel spent a 
few hours here early on Tuesday. 

The diplomats said both gov- 
ernments were apparently being 
secretive because news of the talks 
might embarrass Mr. Gemayel, 
- whose government has close links 
with Syria and severed ties with 
Egypt over its 1979 treaty with 
Israel. 

Lebanon and Egypt do not have 
official relations, although Leb- 
anon has a diplomatic “interests 
section” in Cairo working under 
the French flag. 

Mr. Mubarak, in a speech a 
week ago, urged other Arab states 
to “keep their hands off Leb- 
anon,” apparently seeking to bol- 
ster that country’s independence 
from foreign pressure.

Another anonymous telephone 
call brought the experts to a bank 
but all they found was a parcel 
containing banana skins. 

An Air Lanka TriStar was rip- 
ped open by a bomb at Colombo 
airport last Saturday and 16 peo- 
ple were killed, including 13 for- 
eigners. About 100 were injured.

AMMAN (J.T.) — Jordan's con- 
sumption of oil in 1985 reached 
2.82 million tonnes, registering an 
increase of 0.6 million tonnes 
from 2.76 million tonnes con- 
sumed in 1985, according to the 
1985 annual report published by 
the Ministry of Energy and Min- 
eral Resources. 

The report, excerpts of which 
were carried by the Jordanian 
News Agency, Petra, said the 0.6 
mil lion- tonne annual increase was 
the lowesr growth rate in oil con- 
sumption registered in Jordan in 
the past 10 years. 

The report attributed the dec- 
line in growth rate to several fac- 
tors, foremost among which were: 
stable local economic dev- 
elopment. the national energy g 
conservation policy, increasing ? 
use of solar energy and the ado- "* 
ption of summer time in 1985. 

Jordan's average individual 
consumption of energy in 1985 
was the equivalent of "l.04y kil- 
ogrammes compared to 1 .064 kil- 
ogrammes in 19S4. according to 
foe report. It said the figures Ind- 
icate that the growth It energy 
consumption was lower than the 
growth in population. 

The 1985 consumption of ele- 
ctricity in Jordan registered an 
increase. The 1985 figure was 
2,151 gigawatt hours (gwh) com- 
pared to 1944 gwh in 1984. the 
report said. The increase rep- 
resents a 10.5 per cent growth in- 
electricity consumption. The ave- 
rage individual consumption of 
electricity reached 92S kilowatt 
hours (kwh ) compared to 873 kwh 
in 1984. the report added. 

A breakdown of !',e figures 
given in the report showed that the 
transport sector remained the lar- 
gest consumer of imported oil, 
accounting for 41 per cent of toe 
| total quantity of oil used in iy85. 

The electricity sector came next 
with 25 per cent, toe industrial 
sector accounted for 16 per cent 
and toe domestic secto r consumed 
12 per cent. 

The Kingdom's imports of pri- 
mary energy source — crude oil — 
underwent a remarkable dev- 
elopment. toe report said. It poi- 
nted out that there was an inc- 
reasing trend towards importing 
heavy oil and processing it locally 
for lubrication purposes and tra- 
nsforming it to "white" products. 

The trend, toe report saw. is bec- 
oming stronger in Jordan after the 
Kingdom heavily depended on 
crude oil in the past. 

Jordan has also reorganised its 
imports of crude oQ and now Iraq 
supplies about one third of toe 
Kingdom’s total imports of crude 
i oil. toe report said. The Iraqi sup- 
plies of crude are in line with a 
trade exchange agreement bet- 
ween Jordan and Iraq under which 
Iraq supplies o3 in exchange for 
Jordanian-produced goods. 

The toed imports of crude oil 
for 1985 was 2.484 million tonnes 
compared with 2.61 6 million ton- 
nes in the year 1984, according to 
toe report. The figure represents a 
decline of about five per cent and 
resulted from the switch to heavy 

011 from crude oil, it said. 

The Kingdom's total imports of 
energy- related goods were toe 
equivalent of 2.83 million tonnes 
of oil in 1985 compared to 2.76 
million tonnes of oil in 1984. ind- 
icating of 0.5 per cent growth. 

The cost of imported oil in J 985 
amounted to 5603 million com- 
pared with S612 million in 1984 
— a 1 .5 per cent decrease in costs 
despite the 4.5 percent increase in 
imports. 

The report said the Ministry of 
Energy and Mineral Resources 
has made intensive efforts to 
rationalise energy consumption 
and conducted a study in the cou- 
ntry’s major 10 industries. 

The results of the study were 
encouraging and indicated that 
there was a possibility for saving 
S3 million annually. 

A ministry technical team also 
conducted several studies for rat- 
ionalising energy consumption in 
many small fktories and com- 
mercial organisations, hotel.- 
hospitals and in the transport . . 
tor, the report said. 





Libyan leader warm 



LONDON (Agencies) — Colane! Musmmar Qad- 
hafi, saying Libya would attack any country dis- 
playing hostility or encouraging attacks against it, 
has singled out Italy and Egypt as possible targets. 


In a speech m Benghazi Thu- 
rsday nijjht, he said Libya would 
answer violence with violence .fol- 
lowing “the example of America." 

“From now on, vis-a-vis Egypt, 
Italy and any country which we 
consider in a hostile position to us, 
encouraging terrorism against us, 
we will treat as America treats the; 
world now " he said, in reference 
to last month's U.S. air raids on 
Tripoli and Benghazi. 

“Let Egypt understand that if 
we smell from it any action which 
is directed against us, houses for 
terrorists, meetings of terrorists, 
statements of terrorists or training 
for terrorists, we will attack it mil- 
itarily.justas America does." Col. 
Qadhafi said. 

Nor would Libya “turn a blind 
eye to any new U.S. campaigns 
from Italy,” be said, adding that 
the U.S. Sixth Fleet, which uses 
Italian ports, could be destroyed 
by Libyan "suicide operations.'' 

“We are still saving our military 
force,” Col. Qadhafi said, “and we 
are still avoiding a mad con- 
frontation of this kind. But when 
there is a case of extreme necessity 
we can do this.” 

He said his country's rev- 
olutionary command had decided 
to arm cities along the Med- 
iterranean to transform the coast 
into “a fine of fire and a con- 


frontation line.. 

“If the Americans land on the 
Libyan coast, they will bum, they 
will die,'* he said. 

"laskfor one million Libyans to 
be ready to fight in cities and what 
is requested is that each one of you 
pays the price of a rifle, the price 
of a Kalashnikov rifle.'' 

He also called on Cyprus to 
close down British military bases 
on the island, on Italy to shut 
American, bases and warned '"we 
will do beSt to attack, military 
bases” on 'Gibraltar, a British 

dependency. 

The U.S. planes that bombed 
Libya on April 15 took off from 
bases in Britain. 

Cruise attack will be 
‘countered 1 

Some U.S. news reports have 
said that U.S. military leaders, in 
contingency planning for another 
strike against Libya, were con- 
s id e ring "the use of cruise missiles 
armed with conventional war- 
beads. Reagan administration off- 
icials have said there are no plans 
for more military action against 
Libya. 

“The leader of the revolution 
Col. Qadhafi pointed out that in 
the eventuality of America and its 
allies using cruise missiles, det- 
errence would become the Soviet 


Union’s responsibility for the 
maintenance of peace and it would 
become the Soviet Union’s duty to 
silence submarines with anti- 
cruise missiles," said the official 
Libyan news agency, JANA. 

"This is one of the tasks of the 
Soviet Union as a superpower 
working with America with mil- 
itary force to maintain world 
peace,” JANA quoted Col. Qad- 
hafi as saying Thursday night. 

Referring to the United States, 
Col. Qadhafi also said, according 
to JANA: “They started now to 
think of using cruise missiles... to 
bell with cruise missiles. We do 
'not fear bombers... our will is str- 
onger than steel." 

Message to U.N. 

Libya, denouncing a Tokyo 
summit statement on terrorism as 
tantamount to a declaration of 
war, has also alleged on the Uni- 
ted Nations to prevent aggression 
against the Libyan people. 

The call was made in a message 
from the Libyan Foreign Ministry 
to UN. Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar and broadcast on 
Libyan Television Wednesday 
njgbt. 

It said the summit statement 
showed “die USA and its par- 
tners are determined to continue 
their aggression against Libya — 
by threatening to wage war against 
it under the pretext of eliminating 
terrorism and by isolating Libya 
politically and economically.'’ 

The leaders of the United Sta- 
tes, Britain, Canada, West Ger- 



many, France, Italy and Japan at a 
summit in Tokyo announced mea- 
sures against states sponsoring or 
supporting “terrorism” and 
named Libya as one of them. 

The Libyan message said the 
Tokyo summit declaration was 
"irrefutable proof of the U.S. int- 
ention and determination to con- 
tinue the aggression against 
Libya..." 

The statement asked Mr. Perez 
de Cuellar to take appropriate 
measures under the U.N. charter 
“to repulse the U.S.-NATO agg- 
ression against the people of 

Libva.”

Soviet warning 

In Moscow. Soviet Defence 
Minster Sergei Sokolov told the 
armed forces on Friday to be vig- 
ilant because of recent U.S. act- 
ions, notably the air raids on 
Libya. 

He was writing in the Com- 
munist Party daily Pravda on the 
41st anniversary of the defeat of 
Nazi Germany in World War II. 

Mr. Sokolov said Soviet troops 
were ready at ail times to repel any 
attack from “imperialist” forces 
led by the United States. 

He said recent actions by the 
United States, such as the raids on 
Libya, showed that it was pre- 
pared to flout international law 
and was “playing with fire.” 

“Soviet forces recognise that in 
these difficult international con- 
ditions their primary task is to inc- 
rease vigilance ...and perfect mil- 
itary readiness.” he said. 


U.S. admits 
hitting 
Libyan 
civilians 

WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
The Pentagon has admitted that 
some U.S. bombs missed their int- 
ended Libyan targets and blasted 
civilian areas in die April 15 air 
rakl on the cities of Tripoli and 
Benghazi. 

But in a brief final report on the 

E re-dawn attack, the Defence 
apartment said on Thursday 
only one or two per cent of the 
bombs hit civilian areas, and again 
insisted the raid was a success. 

Some private U.S. analysts have 
criticised the results, partially rev- 
ealed on Libyan Television, and 
said damage to civilian areas by 
laser-guided “smart” bombs was 
unacceptable. 

The Pentagon never said bow 
many of the 22 7 -kilogramme. 
340-kilogramme and 907- 
kilograrnme bombs were dropped 
by more than two dozen jets.' 
Libya said at least 43 people died 
and more than 100 were injured in 
the pre-dawn attack. 

“Only one to two percent of fee - 
bombs impacted in civilian areas" 
Thursday’s report said. , 

“Of those bombs that did not 
impact in the target area, three ! 
were probably from one F-lll 
(fighter plane) and it seems likely 
they impacted in the vicinity of the 
French embassy (in Tripoli) 


XJJL again - asks far news of Collett 


BEIRUT (R) — Britain appealed 
again Friday for hard information 
on journalist Alec Collett, rep- 
ortedly hanged by his kidnappers 
in Lebanon last month. 

“It is a tragedy that his family is 
being subjected to this form of 
mental cruelty," Ambassador 
ur> John Gray told reporters after 
talks at the Lebanese Foreign 
Ministry. 

Mr. Gray appealed to Collett's 
captors “first of all to give us firm 
information about his fate and 
'secondly, if he is alive, as we hope 
be is. to release him.” 

An underground group calling 
itself the Revolutionary Org- 
anisation of Socialist Muslims last 
month released a videotape pur- 
porting to depict the hang in g of 
the 64-year-old Briton, saying he 
was killed in retaliation for the 
April 15 British-backed U.S. 
bombing of Libya. 

No body has been found and the 
person shown in the film has not 
been identified by Colletfs col- 
leagues in the United Nations Rel- 
ief and Works Agency for Pal- 
estinian refugees (UNRWA).

Collett, one of 22 foreigners 
missing in Lebanon, was on a wri- 
ting assignment for UNRWA 
when he was kidnapped near Bei- 
rut in March last year. 

The videotape was delivered to 
a Beirut newspaper as evidence 
that Collett was executed "as a 
British spy." 

Mr. Perez de Cuellar told Bri- 
tish correspondents prior to his 
scheduled departure for London 
on Saturday that the Collett que- 
stion was among those he would 
discuss with Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher. 

He said that an aide had scr- 
utinised an enhanced picture and 
drought it might be of Cbllett but 
he himselfwasnotso sure. He said, 
he bad known the British jou- 
rnalist for 15 years, whereas his 
aide did not know him personally. 

The videotape depicted a man- 
wife plenty of dark hair, whereas 
Cbllett was grey and balding, Mr. 
Perez de Cuellar noted. 

Protest against kidnaps 

Academics marched silently ini 
their hundreds Thursday to pro- 
test against two years of attacks on 
staff and students at the American 
University of Beirut (AUB). 


Teachers, office staff and stu- 
dents suspended classes and wal- 
ked through AUB's tree-lined 
campus on the seafront in Muslim 
west Beirut after fee university 
reported Professor Nab3 Malar 
missing and possibly kidnapped, 
witnesses said. 

The disappearance of the 37- 
year-old humanities professor, a 
Lebanese Christian, appeared to 
be the latest in a string of attacks 
on AUB staff and students that 
escalated last month wife a spate 
of kidnappings and kil tings of for- 
eigners. 

The attacks have dealt a heavy 
blow to AUB, once the most pre- 
stigious university in fee Middle 
East but now almost bereft of for- 
eign teachers, 

“Whoever commits these acts 
against the elite of the university, 
Lebanese ot foreign, is a traitor 
who works for Lebanon’s ene- 
mies.'' said Education Minister' 
Selim Hoss. 

Police said, meanwhile, they 
had no fresh news on the whe- 
reabouts of 84-year-old Fre- 
nchman Camille Son tag, a retired 
car salesman seized by gunmen in 
west Beirut Wednesday. 

Son tag is the eldest of 22 for- 
eigners missing and believed held 
by kidnappers in Lebanon. 

The cdptives include American 
and Irish citizens employed by 
AUB and two Cypriots studying 
engineering at the university. 

At least 25 AUB staff were 
among dozens of foreign dip- 
lomats, teachers, aid workers and 
journalists who fled west Beirut- 
last month after kidnappers shot 
dead a 60-year-old American lib- 
rarian and a British professor 
employed at AUB. 


Tehran 
‘becoming 
more hostile 
to Moscow 1 

MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet 
News Agency TASS has said Iran 
was adopting an increasingly agg- 
ressive stand against' Moscow in 
encouraging guerrillas figh ting the 
Soviet-backed Afghan gov- 
ernment 

A dispatch described by dip- 
lomats as unusually critical of 
Iran's foreign policy said Tehran’s 
involvement was growing just as 
negotiations to end the six- 
year-old war were reaching a del- 
icate stage. 

"Artificially generated anti- 
Soviet and anti- Afghan speeches 
by bandits based in Iran testify to 
the increasingly aggressive course 
of the present Iranian leadership.” - 
it said. 

"Rjght-wing Iranian leaders 
would like to influence Afghan 
policy, to dictate what kind of path 
it should take and what kind of 
government there should be.” 

TASS said Iranian Prime Min- 
ister Mir-Houssein Mousavi had 
recently shown “pan-Islarnic ten- 
dencies'' which were harmful to 
attempts at securing peace in the 
region. 

It said the latest round of U.N.- 
sponsored indirect talks in Gen- : 
eva involving Pakistan and Afg- 
hanistan had reached “an esp- 
ecially responsible stage.” 

"One cannot but notice that the 
current anti-Soviet and anti- 
Afghan racket in Iran is being 
blown up at a time when the con- 
ditions are right for achieving pro- 
gress in regulating political affairs 
around Afghanistan." 


“The results of the strike met 
the established objectives.

The Defence Department said 
last month it did not know if the 
damage to civilian areas was cau- 
sed by bombs or by Libyan anti- 
aircraft missiles which missed U.S.

Former President Jimmy Carter 
on Thursday criticised the attack 
against Libya, saying it probably - 
increased fee “terrorist” threat, 
boosted Colonel Muammar Qad- 
hafi 1 s stature and damaged fee 
Western alliance. 

"To use aircraft carriers and 
bombers is not the proper way to 
restrain terrorism,” Mr. Carter 
said on U S. television. "There are 
ways to deal wife terrorism wit- 
hout giving fee terrorists the vic- 
tories they want” 

He said the US. attack on 
Libya “toosted Qadhafi con- , 
siderably in his stature in much of j 
fee worid compared to what he 
was before.” 

A former Libyan prime minister 
was quoted as saying on Friday 
Libya lost 300 troops in fee U.S. 
air raids and made op the story 
that his adopted daughter was kil- 
led to convince Libyans he was 
sharing in their grief. 

Abdul Hamid Bakoush, who 
was prime minister when Col. 
Qadhafi seized power in 1969. 
told fee Egyptian daily AJ Ahram 
that 300 Libyan soldiers were kil- 
led and 50 military aircraft were 
destroyed in the April 15 attacks.

WASHINGTON — A warning 
from the Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA) that reporters 
could face trial for publicising 
“leaked” Libyan cables int- 
ercepted by U 5. intelligence has 
pointed to a Reagan adm- 
inistration rift over fee proper 
scope of secrecy. 

US. spy ageacies are intent on 
guarding intelligence sources. But 
other administration officials bel- 
ieve those sources should be com- 
promised at times through news 
leaks to persuade the public that a 
policy such as the April 15 U.S. 
bombing of Libya is justified. 

The Washington Post and 
Newsweek magazine, which fee 
Post reported this week have been 
threatened wife prosecution for 
printing leaked excerpts from off- 
icial Libyan cables, are caught in 
the middle. 

Analysts including Vermont 
Democrat Patrick Leahy, vice cha- 
irman of fee Senate Intelligence 
Committee, say putting jou- 
rnalists on trial treats a symptom 
rather than fee basic problem: 
That officials frequently leak inf- 
ormation, reflecting government 
disputes over what should be dis- 
closed. 

US. officials, speaking ano- 
nymously. told fee Post and 
Newsweek last month that dip- 
lomatic cables to and from Tripoli 
had been intercepted and dec- 
oded, revealing that Libya had 
directed fee April 5 bombing of a 
West Berlin aightdub. 

Newsweek was told US. int- 
elligence had intercepted a mes- 


sage ordering its agents in Europe 
to “prepare to carry out the plan. 
The magazine reported on the 
leak in an April 7 article widely 
quoted around fee world. 

Following fee U.S. bombinc 
raid on Libya. Washington Post 
reporter Bob Woodward, of Wat- 
ergate fame, reported in detail on 
fee interception of Libyan mes- 
sages. It quoted a decoded cable 
from Libya's East Berlin People s 
Bureau (embassy) on fee day ci 
fee nightclub blast predicting Tri- 
poli would “be very happy wife 
fee headlines tomorrow.” 

U.S. intelligence sources told 
Reuters fee leaks had been "very 
damaging” to U.S. security bec- 
ause Tripoli now would change ir- 
secret codes.

Greek Cypriots surprised at 
chief’s rejection of coonter-suggesflons 


NICOSIA. Cyprus (AP) — The 
Cyprus government appeared 
shocked Friday by the rejection of 
its counter-suggestions bn the set- 
tlement of the problem of the 
war-divided island as “not viable” 
by the U.N. secretary general. 

“We express our surprise over 
the public statement made by the 
secretary general,” government 
spokesman Elias Geoigiades dec- 
lared. 

“At the same time it is rea- 
sonable for us to wonder what 
made Mr. (Javier) Perez de Cue- 
llar reach the conclusion feat our 
suggestions are not viable,” he 
added. 

Mr. Georgiades was com- 
menting on a statement by the 
UN. chief at the United Nations 
headquarters in New York on 
Thursday. 

The secretary -general had sta- 
ted that he did not think that the 
Greek Cypriot counter- 
suggestion for fee convening of an 
international conference, or a 
summit meeting between the 
Greek and Turkish Cypriot lea- 
ders. was viable. 

Cypriot President Spyros Kyp- 
rianou, who is also fee Greek Cyp- 
riot leader summoned the leaders 
of all fee Greek Cypriot political 
parties for an urgent conference at 
the presidential palace for urgent 
consultations Friday morning to 
consider fee secretary general's 
response. 


• Mr. Kyprianou submitted his 
counter-suggestions last month in 
response to a “draft framework 
agreement” presented by Mr. 
Perez de Cuellar to the Greek and 
Turkish Cypriot sides on March 
29. 

The UJNT. draft would have the 
two sides agree on fee mechanism 
for the establishment of a bizonal 
federation first, wife committees 
set up to negotiate agreement on 
international aspects and other 
issues later. 

The Greek Cypriot side mai- 
ntains that an international con- 
ference, or a summit meeting bet- 
ween Mr. Kyprianou and Turkish 
Cypriot leader Rauf Denktash. 
should first settle the following 
three basic issues:

— the right ot all citizens of the 
future federal republic to travel, 
own property and residence in 
both the Greek and Turkish Cyp- 
riot federal states. 

Mr. Georgiades said that “it

Ministries discuss spending, projects in new development programme

'AMMAN (J.T.) — A two-day 
.meeting of the 1986-1990 five- 
Vear development plan committee' 
has concluded at the University of 
Jordan and His Royal Highness 
Crown Prince Hasan, tfeho cha- 
ired tile meeting, delivered an 
address to the final session in. 
which he urged ail sectors in var- 
ious governo rates ID coor dinate 
their plans and to work in concert 
with the central committee in die 
process erf implemen ting the new, 
development plan and its projects.' 

Prmce Hassan referred" to the 
idea of setting up a national data 
centre which, he said, would serve, 
the goals of development. Prince 
Hassan said incentives and gui- 
dance should be given to farmers 
to he lp'them increase production. 
Proper use of natural resources, 
soil and water and sound mar-’ 
leering policies can all lead to suc- 
cess in the agricultural sector, Pri-1 
nee Hassan raid. 

Discussing tourism, Prmce Ha^J 
san said that the improvement of 
hotels, other services and facilities 
and establishing free zones could 
all help market Jordan’s num. 
erous tourist and archaeological 
sites. 

‘Pockets. of poverty* 

Prince Hassan referred to the 
need for conducting a social sur- 
vey to determine the number and 
the conditions of needy families 
prior to introducing plans for helj 
ping the nation end “pockets ofj 
poverty.’* Prince Hassan said that 1 , 
nearly 4,000 projects will be imp- 
lemented within the five-year 
Ian. each at a cost of JD 5,000 to 
50,000 and in various regions 
of the Kingdom. These projects, 
he said, should create opp- 
ortunities for many needy f amfliesj 
to improve their standard of liv- 
ing. 

Prince Hassan said that periodic 1 
meetings among various sectors 
implementing the five-year plan 
should be held and that positive, 
atmosphere should be available to 
allow free discussion and par- 
ticipation by all sectors and org- 
anisations. 

In his address to the closing ses- 
sion, which was attended by Prime 
Minister Zaid A1 Rifai and Min- 
ister of Planning Taber Kana’an, 
Prince Hassan voiced deep app- 
reciation to the committee mem- 
bers for their efforts in preparing- 
the five-year plan. 

Earlier, the committee meeting-’ 
was addressed by. the prime mm -., 
is ter who emphasised the gov- 
ernment's keenness to allow" the. 
private sector to play a leading' 
role in supporting development 
and the economy. The gov-, 
eminent will continue to support 
die private sector’s enterprises 
and, in conjunction with the pri- 
vate sector, a total of 4,170 pro- 
jects will be implemented in the 
Kmgdora at a cost of JD 77 mil- 
lion. Mr. Rifai said. He went on to 
say that only 13 per cent of these 
projects wifi be implemented in 
the Amman region and the rem- 
ainder will be distributed to var- 
ious parts of die country.

Unemployment 

Referring to unemployment, 
the prime minister said that 
40,000 people in Jordan are now 
unemployed and that die gov- 
ernment has received job app- 
lications from 22,000 people. Mr. 
Rifai said that the problem could 
be solved if those who are une- 
mployed would accept work in' 
agriculture and other fields. The 
government cannot create 22,000 
jobs for clerks in government off- 
ices just to absoib the unemployed 
who are mftiv-nrad by wrong soc- 
ial concepts which lie behind the 
unemployment shnation in the 
country, the prime minister said. . 

At present, Mr. Rifai con- 
t kmed. there are 100,000 jobs in 
die agricultural sector but no Jor- 
danians are w illing to take them 
and forming is left to non- 
Jordanian labourers. 

The Ministry of Higher Edu- 
cation, the prime minister went cm 
.to say, is currently preparing a list* 
of jobs required for the local Jor- 
danian market anH will soon dis- 
-tribute it to secondary schools to 
enable students to choose subjects 
which could lead to successful car-

The resolution refers in par- 
ticular to Israel" s refusal to allow 
toe Arab people to set up health 
centres and its refusal to allow 
WHO's feet finding missions to 
visit to the occupied territories. * 

The two week WHO meetings 
are discussing health issues aro- 
und toe world and the subject of 
health for all by the year 2000 
among other subjects. 

The Jordanian delegation inc- 
ludes three other members, all off- 
icials from the Health Ministry. 


Religious leaders urge Muslims to 
Islamic teachings as Ramadan be§ 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Friday marked the first day of 

the holy tiwnth nf Ramadan during which Muslims 
fast in implementation of the tenets of Islamic .rel- 
igion.

The beginning of fasting was 
announced by Chief Islamic Jus- 
tice Mohammad Mheflan who 
explained the meanings of fasting 
in a message to the nation and 
urged all Muslims to abide by roles 
concerning the holy month. She- 
ikh Mheflan also wished the Arabs 
and the Isl amic nation success in 
their endeavours to regain toeir 
usurped holy lands. 

1 On toe occasion, toe Ministry of 
■Awqaf and Islamic Affairs issued 
la statement urging Muslims to 
seize toe opportunity of this 
month to show true brotherhood 
and cooperation in application of 
toe teachings of Islam. 

Through total commitment to 
religion and through cooperation, 
sacrifice and digHence, toe Muslim 
nation can achieve victory and lib- 
erate its lands and save its holy 
places from Israeli occupation, toe 
Statement said. 

It went on to say that Ramadan 
jshould be devoted to prayers and 
[self-denial which are essential 
elements for enabling Muslims to 
confront challenges and stand up 
to common enemies who, the sta- 
tement said, can only understand 
the language of force. 


Fasting, in accordance with Isl- 
and theology, is a practice that 
strengthens and purifies man’s 
soul and body and reminds him of 
the hunger of the poor and toe 
needy. 

According to Islamic scholars, 
fasting helps to cleanse man’s dig- 
estive system. 

Fasting, which is an old Eastern 
practice m many Asian countries, 
teaches Ihumansicontrol over their 
bodies and spirit through the har- 
dship of refraining from eating, 
drinking orsmoking from dawij to 
dusk. 

Muslims are expected to obs- 
erve the month with full adh- 
erence to Islamic rituals of pra- 
yers, and observance of all ethical 
values, including visiting and hel- 
ping toe poor and sick. 

Prophet Mohammad preached 
minimum eating during the 
month, especially at breakfast 
time. 

Throughout Ramadan, all liq- 
uor stores, bars, nightclubs and 
cafes remain closed while res- 
taurants. as a rule, will not open 
during the daytime. 

The Ministry of Supply has 
taken measures to ensure the ava- 


ilability of sufficient supplies of 
bask commodities and has Warned 
merchants against violations of 
supply regulations.

AMMAN (Petra) — A United 
Nations press delegation, now on 
a fact-finding tour of the Middle 
East, has met with Jordanian off- 
icials and discussed toe situation in 
toe occupied Arab territories. 

The mission members first met 
with Minister of Occupied Ter- 
ritories Affairs Marwan Dudin 
who spoke about Jordan’s con- 
tinued help to toe Arab people 
under Israeli rule in the economic, 
educational, health and social fie- 
lds and through -he joint 
Jordan ian-Palestinian committee. 

The minister spoke in detail 
about Israel's repressive measures 
against the Arab inhabitants on 
the occupied West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip and he discussed Isr- 
ael's illegal practices and its drive 
to evict toe indigenous population 
and to establish Jewish set- 
tlements on Arab territory. 

The Israelis, he said, are con- 
tinuously introducing changes id 
the demographic and "^geographic 
character of the Arab territory,, 
and are imposing tofcJ control 
over toe Arab territory s eco- 
nomy. Jordan, the minister con- 


tinued, is helping the Palestinians 
by allowing 50 per cent of their 
crops to cross toe bridges on toe 
River Jordan on their way to be 
marketed in the East B ank and 
other Arab countries. He also 
mentioned that Jordan is allowing 
half of the occupied territories’ 
industrial products to be marketed 
in the same way in a bid to help 
support the Pales tinian people. 

Mr. Dudin criticised Israeli lea- 
ders who. he said, keep bragging 
about their desire for peace and at 
the same time completely ignore 
United Nations resolutions - 

The United Nations mission 
later met with Information Min- 
ister Mohammad Al Khatib who 
also spoke about the situation in 
the Middle Eart, and Is. ad's ill- 
egal practices and human rights 
violations. 

He said that a total Israeli wit- 
hdrawal from toe occupied Arab 
lands is necessary for toe est- 
ablishment of peace in the region. 
■ The mission members, who are 
expected to meet other Jord anian 
officials. later held a meeting with 
Foreign Minister Taber Al Masri. 


Head-on collision claims 
three lives, injures four 


MAFRAQ (J.T.) —Three people 
were killed and four others 
injured in a road accident which 
occurred on the Mafraq-Irbid 
road Thursday. A report in Al 
Ra’i Arabic daily newspaper said 
that the ‘accident involved a pick- 
up track, heading for Ixtrid from 
Mafraq, which collided with a 
small car with Saudi numberplate 
and moving in toe opposite dir- 
ection. 

The Saudi car had just ove- 
rtaken a bus and then tut toe on- 
coming pick-up, the report said. 
The drivers of both vehicles in the 
accident' were among toe cas- 
ualties.

Al Ra'i: A new aggression? 

THE Israelis and their Western allies are directing their attention 
nowadays to combating terrorism and they claim that the Arabs are 
terrorists and should be checked. The Arab countries for their part 
and on numerous occasions have declared openly their denunciation 
of terrorism and violence and they insisted on the fact that tbeii just 
struggle to regain their rights and their homelands cannot be int- 
erpreted in any way as acts of terrorism. Israel and its Western allies 
are finding in the subject of terrorism a means to fight the Arabs and 
to liquidate their rights and their just cause, and are directing their 
attention to an organised campaign in the press and other' inf- 
ormation media to distort Arab image. It is Israel and its leaders like 
Shamir and Sharon who have been leading the cause of terrorism in 
Palestine and the Arab region as a whole, and it is Israel which is 
conducting organised terrorism against the Arab people inside and 
outside the occupied territories. At the start of the holy month of 
Ramadan the Arabs and Muslims have no alternative but to reo- 
rganise themselves in a bid to repel aggression and pursue tire str- 
uggle against evil and terrorism. 

Al Dustour: Forgetting the root-causes 

THE Tokyo economic s ummit last week was transformed into an 
! arena to discuss international terrorism, and thanks to President 
Reagan, the only subject that obsessed the Western leaders was 
violence and terrorism. This subject prevailed during the meetings, 
and the numerous world questions and problems have been shelved. 
The Western leaders have forgotten about hunger, poverty and 
foreign debt which most people of the Third World are suffering 
feom. They also forgot all about economic ills which their own 
countries are facing and the world economic recession and une- 
mployment. They have directed their attention to the need to rid the 
world of terrorists. We admit that terrorism should be fought by all 
means, but the Tokyo summit seemed tohgye fc&ri to define the 
sources of terrorism and also their identity r -and failed to find means 
to fight the root-causes of terrorism. The We^ju campaign against^ 
Libya and Syria has increased in the wake of the s ummi t, and the 
massing of Israeli troops in the Golan has been stepped up. This 
escalation of campaigns on die part of the Americans against the 
Arab Nation will certainly undermine all relations between the two 
sides and endanger world peace. 

Sawt Al Shaab: Gulf war escalates 


THE new escalation of warfare activity in the Gulf conflict re- 
emphasises the fact that the world should make every possible effort, 
to end the war and the sapping of Arab resources and wide-scale 
destruction in the whole region. The stepping up of war activities 
should prompt all Arabs and Muslims to act speedily and convince 
<Tehran of the need for peace. The Iraqis now are finding themselves 
forced to strike against Iranian positions deep inside Iran because 
they have realised that the Iranians are determined to pursue the war 
and to ignore all-bids for holding peace negotiations. The Iraqi strikes 
against Iran are justified .because Iraq wants an end to the war and 
wants Iran's rulers to understand that they can achieve nothing with 
their obstinacy. As the' war enters its sixth year the Iraqis find 
themselves left alone and forsaken by their Arab kinsmen, but they 
are determined to defend themselves and end Iran's ambitions.

"The following interview with the Rev. Jesse Jackson was conducted in 
Washington recendy by Hanna Seniora, the editor of the Palestinian 
newspaper Al Fajr. and Uri Av fieri, editor of die Israeli magazine 
Haolam Hazeh. The interview was edited by Dr.' James Zogby,- m 
president of the Washing ion -based Arab American Institute: 


S3N10RA: I'd like to start by say- 
ing that I have been following your 
efforts, especially during the last 
election, and I know that you are 
preparing for the coming one. 
What do you plan to do in the next 
few years with the Democratic 
Party position toward the Middle 
East, and particularly the Israeli- 
Palestinian conflict? 

Jacfcsoo: We shall continue to 
fight for a comprehensive peace 
policy in the Middle East, as opp-' 
osed to the war policy of the Rea- 
gan Administration. Peace, to be 
lastmg, must have justice at its 
core. Peace is not the absence of 
war. Peace is the presence of jus-, 
rice. To have justice, there must be 
due consideration for the hum- 
anity of the people caught in that 
conflict, as well as the role that the 
superpowers play outside of that 


We take a position that peace 
must be based on the right of both 
Israelis and Palestinians to exist, 
with security, wi thin recognised 
boundaries, and with some rules 
for their relationship . If you do not 
take fixe position of mutual rec- 
ognition, mutual respect and coe- 
xistence, the other premise is a 
permanent and terminal state of 
war. We must opt for a peace pol- 
icy. 

And so, just as we support Isr- 
ael s right to security wi thin int- 
ernationally recognised bou- 
ndaries, we support a state for the 
Palestinian people, so they might 
have their statehood, their sel- 
fhood. We also believe that there 
must be a new commitment to 
Lebanon. Just as we once were 
committed to rebuilding Europe 
and Japan, today we need the 
same commitment to rebuild Leb- 
anon and to protect its territorial 
integrity. 

We must not take a cynical, 
hopeless view of the Middle East 
crisis. We cannot stop having a 
conscience and feeling our res- - 
ponsibflity for the people of tire 
Middle East because so many 
have died. Finally, we promote 
normalised trade ties with tire 
Arab World. 

Since the superpowers are dee- 
ply involved, using surrogates to 
dp their bidding, we believe that 
there must- be acompreheosive 
Middle- East “peace- summit^ 
where both superpowers are inv- 
ohned-Thattiri^have beerrfc&'df 
a fact 10 years ago, but if s very 
much a feet now. 

SmJora: The peace talks proposed 
in Amman last February flo- 
undered on the issues of self-, 
determination for and rep- 
resentation of the Palestinian 
people. «ow would you resolve 
this issue? 

J a ckson: The issue of selfhood and 
statehood for the Palestinian peo- 
ple is the core of the Middle East 
problem as we now know it And 
so ourUJS .policy and tire policy of 
the Israeli government of not tal- 
king to the PL-Q — the Palestinian 
go ve mment- in-exile — is not an 
effective policy because if you 
don’t talk, you don't act. If you 
doo’ t act, you don’t change things. 
The no-talk policy becomes a pol- 
icy that deteriorates daily. The 
most basic link to civilisation is 
communication. We ought not to 
give up that link. Communication 
is the key to peace. 

Even if the FLO is perceived to 
be an enemy, Jesus raid that our 
onus should be talk with your 
enemy. You should love your, 
enemy. What was the wisdom of 
that recommendation? 

One, if you love your enemy, 
you will communicate vim your 
enemy. Secondly, if you love your 
enemy, you can neutralise your 
enemy. Thirdly, if you com- 
municate with your enemy, you 
may convert jour enemy. Fou- 
rthly, you may discover that you, 
(fid something -to make your 
enemy your enemy. And fifthly, 
therefore, when your enemies, 
cease to be your enemies and you 
redefine your relationship, the 
result is peace. 

So we need to talk and show 
that much of a wflL The U S. gov- 
ernment, I think, needs to rec- 
ognise the PLO. The PLOand Isr- 
ael need to recognise each other in 
a mutual recognition pact And 
out of that recognition must grow 
some shared co mmi tment to self- 
determination and self- 
development. 

Siniora: The Reagan Adm- 
inistration policy iu the Middle 
East is perceived to be one of “cri- 
sis management.” How do you 
perceive it? 

Jackson: The Reagan Adm- 
inistration looks upon the Middle 
Eastvery cynically. First of all, the • 
President has never been to the 
region. The President hims elf has i 
no personal sense of the region. 
He does know that we did send 
troops there against the advice of - 
many, that many were killed, and 
that those who survived left in a 


hurry, with some sense of shame 
amcrog. Americans. We do know 
that hostages remain and we can- 
not get them out militarily, and . 
that we have not gotten them out 
diplomatically. We do know that 
six years later, more money has 
been invested, more guns have 
been bought more people have 
been killed, yet relations are 
worse. 

All this Is because indeed Rea- 
gan is not a manager and his 
non-management results in crisis 
management One must ray, how- 
ever one may disagree with Car- 
ter, that he believed that there- 
could be peace in the Middle East. 
You may agree or disagree with 
bis formula, but he believed it was 
possible. As opposed to using 
normal diplomatic channels, he, 
wife Presidential initiative, con- 
vened two strong rival forces — 
Begin and Sadat — and used the 
strength and prestige of the office 
to hammer out an agreement 

What was missing in that agr- 
eement were the concerns and 
voice of the Palestinians. At least* 
it was a - major step toward a mut- 
ually respectful relationship. The * 
Reagan Administration should 
have built upon Camp David by 
including the locked -out people erf 
■the Middle East namely the Pal- 
estinians. But the Reagan Adm- 
inistration is not only not com- 
municating with tiie Palestinians, 
they're not co mmunic ating with 
the Syrians, another nation whose 
border is contiguous with Israel. 
Syria cannot be dealt out of the 
Middle East peace equation. So 
our milrtaiy entree failed, and our 
diplomatic entree has been ina- 
dequate. The (U.S.) Adm- 
inistration is not projecting a Mid- 
dle East peace policy that is com- 
prehensive. 

Sfaiiora: If you were president 
now, what would you do? 

Jackson; First of all, I would def- 
ine our nation’s vested interests in 
the region. First and foremost, we 
have a vested interest m the hum- 
anity of tiie region’s ISO milli on 
people. Also, we have an interest 
geopolitically in the region and in 
its energy sources. To protect our 
interests, we must be aggressive in

creating a formula that would end 
wars in tiie region that, in fact, 
threaten tiie interests of alL 

So I would communicate dir- 
ectly with the Israelis. I would 
communicate directly with all the 
Arabs — the Syrians, the Jor- 
danians, the Egyptians, the Sau- 
dis, the Pales tinians — and I 
would argue die case that Israel 
stands more to gam, and the FLO 
stands more to gain, from a mutual 
recognition policy than from a 
mutual non -recognition policy, 
which is where they are now. 

I am convinced that the prestige 
of the White House being brought 
to bear would make both Israelis 
and Palestinians risk t r ustin g i-a ch 
other, through that conduit, more 
than they would ever trust each 
.other directly. 

So in essence, America's role 
should be that of a mediator, a 
superpower, a referee, a nation 
capable of being an ally to both. I 
believe that if we. ever give dip- 
lomacy a chance, we can relieve 
both peoples of this permanent 
state of war. Israel cannot have 
peace with Pales tinians under 
occupation; Palestinians will 
never rest under occupation. 
Rightnow.botb people are locked 
into a stranglehold onto death. 
The challenge we have is to break 
that strangleh o ld. Maybe neither 
has the security to free each other. 
Both must hold each other. That’s 
why America becomes im portant. 
We become the force that both 
can biDd a relationship with. We 
can help alter the relationship and 
relieve them of tiie stranglehold 

Given tiie political reality in this 
country, tiie American Jewish 
community must see their vested 
interests in the proposition that 
Israel's security Iks m security for 
the Palestinians. The insecurity of 

the Palestinians puts both of them 
into a permanent state of war. 
And war. of course, takes away 
the security of both groups. That's- 

why there must be a new direction 

and a new policy. . 

Uri Araery: There are certain sus- • 
pkaons among the Israeli public 
about your role. Could you com- 
ment on this? 

Jackson; It Is unfair, frankly. In 
America, one can be labeled 
anti-Semitic so easily when all the 


time one’s only disagreement is on 
the best way to reach peace. If the 
American public just had the fre- 
edom that's expressed in the Kne- 
sset, where we could challenge 
each other’s judgment but not 
each other’s integrity, the whole 
relationship would be much hea- 
1 their. There’s very little public 
debate in the American com- 
munity about the options ava- 
ilable to us. So on one level. I'm 
figfatmg for our country to have at 
least as much erf a democratic dis- 
cussion as exists in the KnesseL 

hi 1978. 1 believe it was, Frank 
Collins and his Nazis were pla- 
nning to march on Skokie, Illinois 
(a town outside Chicago where 
many Jewish oonceutzatioo camp 
survivors reside). Many accused 
the Jewish community of ove- 
rreacting to the American Civil 
Liberties Union's defending Col- 
lins’ right to march in Skokie. I 
. .sensed that Collins was playing-' 
upon fears; that he was playhig- 
upon the limits of free speech that* 
we enjoy m this anmfry. Although 
he had tiie right to march in Sko- 
kie, he was using that right for the 
wrong reason. He actually was 
re-opening old wounds and rev- 
iving fears. 

■--And so, as a matter of principle, 
we played the role in Skokie erf. 
expressmg our solidarity with the 
Jewish people there and, for tak- 
ing that stand, we were hailed as 
morally correct. 

When (Carter’s UN. Amb- 
assador) Andrew Young was fired 
fortalkmg to (PLQ official Zehdi) 
Tend in 1979, we were invited by 
several Arab American groups to 
visit the Middle East. Attempting 
to be sensitive, we decided on our 
own to go to Israel. We went bec- 
caose we chose to. We were not. 
welcomed by the head of state. 
Begin, as we were welcomed by 
the heads of state of several Arab 
countries. 

While we were cm that trip, we 
found that some people we had 
met in Skokie were also on the 
trip. We asked them to Join our 
delegation, to be a part of the del- 
egation, butthey rejected this, and 
we did not follow their itinerary. 
They held a press conference at 
the King David Hotel and they 
gave the impression that they had 
somehow broken away from our 
delegation, that somehow we had 
lost control of our delegation. But 
■they never were a part erf our del- 
egating in the first place. It was an 
attempt to sabotage our trip and to 
send back a bad message. So that 
trip met with a lot of controversy. 
We went to the (occupied) West 
Bank and we received an ove- 
rwhelming welcome, with people 
hoisting us onto their shoulders as 
they went down the street. In Isr- 
ael, cm the West Bank and in Jor- 
dan, we said the same thing: 
“There must be a mutual rec- 
ognition policy if there is to be 
peace . There will be no peace on 
one side of the Jordan River until 
there is justice on both skies.” 
And we .urged the estranged for- 
ces to talk it out and not fight it 
out. We said that to Teddy Kol- 
Iedfc, and we said it on the West 
Bank, 

Of course, for the feet that we 
weutto the West Bank and that we 
showed concern for the humanity 
of die Palestinian people there, 
and particulady for the children in 
the carops, ana the state of the 
occupation, we were degraded by 
some for having sympathy for 
Arabs. Well, I have Sympathy for 
all suffering humanity. I . have 
sympathy for Arabs and jews who 
are trapped in a bammerlock unto 
death. 

I We went to- Jordan the next day 
and as we walkedacross that bri- 


dge to Jordan, and we saw the 
gunspointedateadiotiieron both 
sides, I said again: “There win be 
no peace on one side of the Jordan 
River until there is justice on both 
sides.” 

We got to Lebanon and met 
with Arafat, and argued the case 
with him that he should remove 
any vagueness at this point about 
recognising Israel’s right to exist 
This was important because not • 
recognising Israel 1 s existence as de 
facto was a psychological card, bat 
it was a card that was drawing fire 
into his own back. 

It was as if he had a bowl of 
soup, but the way the soup was 
turning, it was spilling onto his lap. 
In that sense it was a card not 
worth holding. The feet was that 
he could take the moral initiative 
of a mutual recognition policy and 
therefore gam momentum. 

The-pholb projected out of 
Lebanon was of us embracing. 

- Well, if yofr go into a Japanese 
’ home, you'-feke'your Shoes off. 
That’s manners. That doesn’t 
mean you endorse anything. It just 
means that the’re people too. In 
the Middle East, people embrace 
and kiss cm both sides. But there 
was an attempt to use that picture' 
as some blind, or naive, or corrupt, 
embrace, as it were, of everything 
Arafat ever said or did, without 
question. This was not the truth 
men, and still is not the truth. 

I know that in politics, yes- 
terday's terrorist is today’s fre- 
edom fighter. (Zimbabwean 
Prime Minister Robert) Mugabe is 
an example. 

We determined to go to Egypt 
and to talk with Sadat We talked a 
lot about Sadat’s long, personal 
relationship with Arafat Sadat 
had some tensions and dis- 
agreements with Arafat some 
even going back to tensions when 
they were students in school tog- 
ether. Having said that. Sadat stud 
he believed that Arafat’s cause 
was just, that we should appeal to 
the American public to stop Isr- 
aels West Bank settlements, and 
that the West Bank settlements 
were a major impediment to peace 
as well as a violation of the Camp 
David agreements. 

He aiked me to appeal to Ara- 
fat to seize the moment, as he had 
seized the moment, and I agreed 
with him. So what be did was that 
he was so convinced that 
something would happen, he then 
sent me back to Lebanon in his 
own plane to meet Arafat *TU 
never forge tit. The Egyptians got 
extraordinary rights to land in 
Lebanon because at that time, 
they had lost the right to land 
there. Soon we were back meeting 
with Arafat again, and Arafat was 
interested in our argument of a 
mutual recognition policy. He was 
insistent that we stay two days 
longer and go to Syria and meet 
with Assad in Syria. That’s how I 
met Assad for the first time, and 
that helped me to get back (cap- 
tured U.S. pilot Lt Robert) Goo- 
dman several years later. 

Arafat’s big argument was that 
he wanted a chance to talk to the 
U.S. He couldn't make a move of 
substance toward Israel with rear 
gazd to recognition without get- 
ting some guarantee in return 
from the U.S. Begin was saying, 
“Even if they recognise us,it’s in - -, 
elevant since we already recognise 
ourselves.” It wasdear, therefore, 
thattherewasalotoftrothm Ara- 
fat’s argument that lent itself to 
making a move. 

The thing Arafat was saying was 

thatif file U^.'wouldplay a rolein 
assuring that any movement on 
(the FLO'S) part meets with rea- 
sonable protection and security, 
then it’s a practical. thing. He was 


reaching out to talk with us, but of 
course by then, we had a policy erf 
not ta flemg at ail with the PLO. 

I remember bringing back, the 
notes ^of that conversation and 
sharing them with Robert Strauss, 
who was Carter’s confidant at that 
time. Strauss thanked me and said, 

Well,.if s notiiing new.” The fort, 
however, was that there was a 
dynamic thing taking place. If we 
hart hyri the diplomatic character 
to pursue the lead, something 
would have happened. Thousands 
of lives would have been saved. 
But for our intervention, we were 
dismissed as anti-Semitic, which 
was not fair, and wasraat accurate. 

We went to Geneva last year at 
tiie time of the summit talks. The 
Jewish leadership worked to get 
the Tinman rights question on tiie 
agenda of the summit conference. 
Even with ail their protests at ter- 
minals of the Aeroflot airline, they 
couldn’t get it on the agenda. Bat 
we had a personal meeting with 
Gorbachev and we put the issue 
on the agenda, -because we tho- 
ught that it was right to do so. 

One way you measure the cha- 
racter of a particular nation, whe- 
ther it is the Soviet Union or the 
United States, is by how it treats 
its minority citizens, whether Jews 
or Armenians in Russia or Blacks 
or Hispanics in this country. We 
believe you should measure 
h»m*n rights by one yardstick. So- 
the perception that we’re not con- 
cerned about Jewish people or 
communities is not accurate, and 

is unfair . 

Avnery: Fm very sad about the 
deteriorating relationship bet- 
ween Jews and Blacks in this cou- 
ntry. What do you think- can be 
done to alleviate this situation? 

Jackson: In many ways. Blacks 
have “grown up” in the last 20 
years. We’ve come into out own as 
a people who were, at one time, 
reduced to a childlike state by sla- 
very and official apartheid and 
segregation. So now, as Blades 
have become full citizens, first- 
class citizens, world citizens with 
the same legitimate aspirations 
that other freedom-loving people 
have, our allies must adjust the- 
mselves to our maturity. 

Once, we saw ourselves as chi- 
ldren and we accepted childlike 
treatment for a long time. Now 
that we are frilly grown and we 
recognise what our res- 
. ponsibpties are, there is a lot of 


America’s role should 
be that of a mediator , a 
superpower , a referee, a 
nation capable of being an 
ally to both.’ 


pressure on everybody to make 
adjustments. 

I think it’s unfortunate that 
Blacks and Jews in this country in 
recent years have been involved in 
some tensions that have helped 
reduce communication. The aid 
that Jews gave to the Black, lea- 
dership in the South was sig- 
nificant. Schwemer, Goodman 
and Cheyuey (three .civ 3 rights 
activists murdered in tne South in 
the 1960s) — two Jews and a 
Black — (fied together. But Blacks 
and Italians, and Blacks and a lot 
of other whites died together. 
That struggle, that crucifixion Jaid 
the prerequisite for the later res- 
urrection. 

But it never occurred to me that 
Jews shouldn't be doing anything 
but marching in the South. Why*? 
Because fascists expressed disdain 
for Blacks and Jews. Many places 
had signs which said, “No Jews, 
niggers or dogs allowed.” So Jews 
had as mudi of an obligation to 
march in the South as Blacks. 
After all, the Jewish experience 
with the totalitarian nature, the 
evil, of fascism is a very apparent 
one. So we marched together bec- 


ause we had a mutual reason to 
march. 

As Blacks moved in afterhaving 
been locked out, and sought upw- 
ard mobility, they readied out for 
affirmative action, which is for us 
like reparations. We understood 
Israels cry for reparations, which 
is like international affirmative 
action. So much was this und- 
erstanding that Ralph- Bunche 
helped wife the f bunding of Israel. 
He was one of the negotiators in 
the whole process. And Blacks for 
the most part supported Israel's 
development and its right to exist, 
even wife all the anxieties sur- , 
rounding its development. 

When it came time for our rep- 
arations, our affir mative action, • 
some of the most vocal critics of 
the adjustments we were asking 
the social order to make for us — 
were Jewish citizens. It created a 
great deal of anxiety, anger — and 
_ hostility in some cases — and it 
revolved around the issue of quo- 
tas. The Jewish experience with 
quotas in Europe was a negative 
one. But to transfer that argument 
to this situation was not good, 
because in their situation, quotas 
were being used to set a ceiling to 
Jewish people’s development For 
us, the issue was creating a floor. 
We didn't have a problem wife a 
ceiling. In most industries, we 
didn’t have a floor. We don’t sup- 
port a ceding either, but we do 
support a floor as the only way to 
get in. 

Quotas were the last resort. The 
first step was saying, “segregation 
is illegal." The second one was, 
“stop discriminating" The third 
one was, "voluntary affirmative 
action.” Then along came the 
Bakke case, with the argument of 
' “reverse disorimination.’' And it 
pained us to see Jewish org- 
anisations joining in support of 
Bakke and making an alliance 
wife some of our worst historical 
enemies. And now as a result of 
Bakke there is a noticeable dec- 
line in Black enrollment in gra- 
duate schools, in professional sch- 
ools and in the professions. So we 
have been hurt by the pro-Bakke, 
anti-affirmative action forces too 
much. And this has become a sou- 
rce of tension between ourselves 
and the Jewish community. 

But there’s another issue on the 
international scale that concerns 
us, and that is the question of 
South Africa. Just as we sought to 
free ourselves, so now we seek to 
free South Africa from apartheid. 
.We have challenged our .own «at-_ .. 
f r km and ail western nations in the 
- name of democracy to stop selling 
arms, to stop investing and to stop 
trading wife South Africa. We 
have urged Britain, Japan and all 
the allies to stop dealing wife 
South Africa and yet Israel sells 
arms to South Africa. This is not 
an idea promoted by a few sch- 
olars somwhere. This has been 
known for more than 10 years, 
and is today a widely known fact. 

Israel should take a strong, pri- 
ncipled position on this issue, of 
not selling arms to South Africa. 
Israel should understand the imp- 
lication of its selling arms to South 
Africa. If any African nation, such' 
as Nigeria, were selling arms to the 
PLO, Israel would say it had the 
right to bomb that source of wea- 
pons to its enemies. We are as pai- 
ned by Israel's selling arms to 
South Africa as Israel-would be if 
Nigeria were selling arms to the 
PLO. 

Also, we find that as our boycott 
against South Africa increases in 
effectiveness, South Africa is now 
taking those same materials, shi- 
pping them to Israel, and selling 
them through Israel to the U.S. 
Israel not only sells arms, to South 
Africa, but also serves as an eco- 
nomic conduit to transfer South - 
African goods. That's a source of 
great pain, and these practices 
undermine Israel's moral aut- 
hority. 

So I would hope that we would- 
be as free to challenge Israel to 
stop selling arms to South Africa

on such remarkable drinkers as 
Avenoes, Avicena, Alhaceo and 
Al-Joaicmi. Tomorrow, (Sun- 
day) has die second episode oflbe 
World Challenge, a late rep- 
lacement last week for the adv- 
ertised series “A Planet In The 
Making” The series studies die' 
ways and means by which the dev- 
eloped and industrialised cou- 
ntries of the globe have either 
managed or foiled to meet the 
demands of the underdeveloped 
countries. Unfortunately, but 
baidly smprisiagly, the emphasis 
will be on the failures, as can be 
evinced by the title of the second 
episode: “Lost Opportunities-” It 
concentrates on the Suez arsis of 
1956, the attaining of ind- 
epeadance by die Congo in 1960, 
and the 1962 Cuban mis- 
sile crisis. All three examples will 
show how newly in dependant 
ex-colonial powers, needing help 
to stand on their own feet, rec- 
eived die very opposite. Occ- 
asionally this series will look like a 
re-run of “End Of Empire,” but 
this is unavoidable. However 
there do appear to be, judging 
from last week’s episode, two ser- 
ious drawbacks. The first is that 
the two narrators, Peter Ustinov 
and Patrick Watson, will indulge 
in matey school-room exchanges: 
“I didn't know that, Peter. Why 
was it?” “Oh well. Til tell you.” 
This is irritating in the extreme, 
but far worse is the sheer mass of 
visual trickery employed by the 
programme. Old fihns from a bac- 
kdrop to the narrators, who are 
constantly being inverted and tur- 
ned upside-down; geometric, 
multi-coloured shapes twist and 
gyrate, until they dissolve into a 
silhouette of Mr. Ustinov, with a 
map where his face should be. It is 
evident that some whizz-kid pro- 
ducer has just discovered a new 
box of tricks and can’t get over it. 
The trouble is that the viewer, 
overawed and distracted by the 
pyro technical display before him, 
concentrates on. this and thereby 
all too frequently misses what is 
being said; and it is the message, 
surely, that is of prime imp- 
ortance. It is ironic, as more and 
more people are coming to und- 
erstand that one of the mam foi-, 
lings in North-South relationships 
has been the North’s nearsighted 
reliance on super-technology to 
solve die problems of the South, 
while ignoring the simpler grass- 
roots remedies, that this pro- 
gramme tends to make the same 
disastrous error: electronic images 
are given reference over the sim- 
plespoken word . Havfog said this, 
the series promises to be highly 
instructive. Some erf die messages 
may not be new: that does not 
mean they can't bear repeating 
again and again until certain peo- 
ple heed diem. 

“Discovery” (Wednesday) is, 
for this week at least, replaced by a 
special programme for Ramadan: 
a Dfscusata with a group of Isl- 
amic scholars conducted by Far- 
ouk Jarrar. This would also seem 
the r^ht section to draw your att- 
ention to Tuesday’s short pro-

and to stop trading with South 
Africa as we would challenge our 
own nation to do the same. I 
would hope that a climate would 
ex ist in this coun try for one to take 
those kinds of positions and not be 
labeled in some way as an enemy. 

Sfolora: You have said you are for 
mutual recognition of the two 
sides.' COuId you play a role to 
bring the sides together? 

Jackson: I wish I could. I’m not 
sure 1 can . And if I could, I would. 
The U 5 . govern meat is in the best 
position to play such a role. It’s a 
high-risk venture, but if the U.S. 
were the host, it would give both 
parties the latitude, and perhaps 
^ the time, to move toward an agr- 
— cement. 

Because the U.S. means so 
much to Israel, and because it 
could mean so much to the PaJ- 
^ estm ians , it would be to the ben- 
efit of all What’s missing is lea- 
dership. If U5. leadership were 
there, it could cut through the 
fears and anxieties and give peace 
a chance. 

Stoiora: You know that the U.S. 

' Congress gives increasing aid to 
Israel. How would you want to see 
that changed? 

Jackson: Well, Israel's been get- 
ting more arms, but it's less secure. 

Israelis are building homes on the- 
West Bank.butthey live in greater 
fear and anxiety. It goes back to a 
point that Jesus made a long time 
ago — that a bouse must be built 
on rock, not on sand. The set- 
tlements are built on sand. No 
matter how strong the sand may 
be, a house built on sand is str- 
ucturally in jeopardy. When the . 
wind blows, so the analogy goes, 
the sand blows too. 

The last thing Sadat told me< 


was, “ Urge the Israelis to stop bui- 
lding settlements.” . Israel is cre- 
ating an institutional state of ete- 
rnal war. This is forcing Israel 
more and more to having to emp- 
loy a “final solution” to end the 
Palestinian question. Israel's soul. 
I’m afraid, cannot withstand the 
tremors of a “final solution" aga- 
inst another people. So, the West 
Bank settlements policy is not a 
good policy; it tightens up the 
hammerlock. 

Avnery: I must ask you about 
(Nation of Islam leader Minister) 
Louis Farrakhan. There are many 
who consider him an outright 
anti-Semite. 

Jackson: I think that the threat of 
Farrakhan is exaggerated. It sho- 
uld be remembered that Far- 
rakhan is not interested in state 
power. Farrakhan will not change 
U.S. policy toward Israel. Far- 
rakhan is not nearly as .dangerous 1 
as the force represented by Meir 
Kahane. Kafaane has an eye on 
state power; he is an elected off- 
iciaL Kahane is on a track to bec- 
ome head of state. He may not get 
there but he’s on that trade. Far- 
rakhan is not on a trade to become 
bead of state. So, Farrakhan’s 
audacity to challenge certain ideas 
is amplified. I happen to think that 
it would be a mistake to use Far- 
rakhan as a symbol, causing the 
Black community to mobilise its 
feelings. If Israel's existence and 
its economic development are not 
threatened by Farrakhan, then it is 
best not to exaggerate the threat. 
Israel's government is threatened 
by what happens on the West 
Bank; Israel's moral authority is 
threatened by the rise of Kah- 
anism; IsraeTs moral authority is 
threatened by the massacres ar 
Sabra and Shatilla. Those are iss- 
ues of substance which we ought 
to address. We would do well not 


to exaggerate the threat of Far- 
rakhan and ignore the real danger 
of Kahane. Kahane comes reg- 
ularly to the US. and incites. He 
has organised marches on my 
home and threatened my family. 
Farrakhan has never organised a 
march on anyone’s home. 

Avnery: So you don’t think he’s a' 
problem? 

Jackson: No, I simply think that 
we must not overreact. We must 
put the thing in perspective and let 
water seek its own level. We sho- 
uldn’t raise the level of water over 
the top. 

Avnery: There are many mis- 
understandings about your role 
and about the relations between 
Blacks and Jews in general I bel- 
ieve that if s very important that 
Israelis rad American Jews have 
the record on you set straight. 

Jackson: The record has never 
been widely circulated. I got inv- 
olved in support of the Jewish 
community in Skokie because I 
chose to get involved. I didn't have 
to. I chose to. On the Middle East 
trip, we went to Israel because we 
chose to go to show tmr respect. If 
I was insensitive to the concerns of 
Jews, I wouldn't have chosen to do 
those things. 

The record that gets told about 
me is distorted. When I went to 
Israel, I visited the Holocaust 
Museum, Vad Yashem. I saw the ' 
barbed wire , the striped uniforms, 
the drains. I was saddened, but it 
wasn’t the first time I had seen 
this. 

I grew up in South Carolina, and 
I saw Blades behind barbed wires, 
people befog picked up and stuck 
in jail for a weekend, people in 
striped uniforms wearing drains, 
working for the 4 ‘drain gang." So I 
had seen the barbed wire, the str- 
iped uniforms and the drains bef- 


ore. 

When I came out, a reporter 
came up to me and asked me what 
I thought about it. I said, “If s a 
tragedy. The whole world should 
say ‘never again: never again to 
faci5in, never again to the Hol- 
ocausf.” The reporter asked, 
“isn’t it unique?” I said, "well, ifs 
tragic.” He asked, “unique?” 

Now, to my way of thinking, the 
words “tragic” and “unique” con- 
vey two distinctly different emo- 
tions. Tragedy has a deeper mea- 
ning. Unique is, by comparison, a 
word that carries far less feeling. 
So I told the reporter that I tho- 
ught the Holocaust wasn't nec- 
essarily unique. The headline on 
the stoiy said, “Jackson dis- 
respectful of Holocaust.” That 
was simply unfair. There has been 
a drive to make us into the enemy, 
and then to attack the enemy that 
has been made. We are not an 
enemy and we should not be made 
into an enemy. 

The historical record speaks for 
itself. Black soldiers were the first 
Americans to reach Buchenwald 
concentration camp. Blacks were 
in the Army Corps of Engineers 
whose job it was to dismantle the 
land mines, so they went ahead of 
the regular army. When a group of 
Blacks came on the Buchenwald 
camp and they saw the smo- 
kestacks coming np, they ori- 
ginally thought it was a German 
factory. 

They crawled op the, hilk and 
looked out When the doors ope- 
ned, they saw Jews pouring out. 
They were emaciated and had 
sores all over their bodies. Off to 
the sale, they saw bodies stacked 
np. The Black soldiers originally 
didn't know what they had come 
upon, but when the Jews saw that 
they were Blacks, they knew they 
weren't Nazis. For many, this was 
the first time they had ever seen a 
Blade person. 

The Black soldiers had the cha- 


llenge of helping the con- 
centration camp survivors climb 
onto tracks, and to bury their 
dead. In that experience, real 
bonds were forged. Our rel- 
ationship (between Blacks and 
Jews) has a basis in mutuality. Ifs 
not a one-way street. But the rec- 
ord of our relationship is not 
known. 

Sfoiora: If it were arranged for you 
to have discussions with leading 
officials, could you come to the 
Middle East and contribute to the 
process of dialogue? 

Jackson: For me to operate as a 
moral force for social justice, I 
have to have my dvflian cou- 
nterparts with contacts to their 
respective governments who des- 
ire my services .If I go without por- 
tfolio on the one hand, and wit- 
hout an invitation on the other, my 
effectiveness is limited, and the 
speculation about my motives 
overwhelm my mission. If in fact I 
were invited by credible forces on 
both sides, and I therefore had 
standing, then we could set goals. 

My heart pains every day a car 
bomb explodes. Everytime there 
is another killing, it brings so much 
pain. I want peace very badly. 
Peace is vital, and it is a moral 
imperative. 

Peace is so very important to us 
as Americans because we are now 
seeing Middle East warfare spi- 
lling over into the United States. 
We see Alex Odeh killed in Los 
Angeles and Arab Americans thr- 
eatened across the US. Now we 
see movies like “Delta Force" 
with its negative stereotypes, tra- 
nsplanting the Middle East con- 
flict into the American con- 
sciousness and further polarising 
the American public. 

Not only do we need peace but, 
I believe, that there is a chance for 
peace. Peres, I believe, seems to 
want peace. He has lowered the 


level of rhetoric, and can further 
help to dear the air in the Middle 
East. His approach may not bring 
a solution, but at least he helps 
eliminate the level of verbal pol- 
lution. 

Arafat, too. has a real desire for 
peace. He is, I believe, looking for 
a way out of war and a way to 
statehood. But he has the dis- 
advantage of uot having access to 
the government which can make it 
all happen. The U.S. won’t talk to 
Arafat. 

The question of access is imp- 
ortant. Israelis have access to the 
Palestinians and they also have 
access to the U.S. Palestinians 
have access to Israelis only on the 
battlefield, and no access to the 
US. This is not healthy. 

Maybe the ultimate mistake 
that some of the parties made in 
the recent round of Middle East 
talks was to believe that Reagan 
wanted peace. Reagan is mainly 
anti-Soviet and not pro-peace. He 
is not even anti-terrorist. While he 
speaks out against terrorism in the 
Middle East, he funds it in Central 
America, and supports it in South 
Africa, and he turns a blind eye to 
it until the last minute in the Phi- 
lippines and* Haiti. 

I want to help us move along 
from such a policy and toward a 
peace policy. I believe that we 
ought not to let the Middle East 
experience come here. Instead, we 
need to work to export the U.S. 
experience to the Middle East. We 
must give peace a chance. 

I remember a number of years 
ago , I was teaching a course in Cal- 
ifornia. In my classroom were 
Arabs and Jews, Blacks and His- 
panks. They studied together, 
they stayed to the same dor- 
mitories together, they ate tog- 
ether. That is the American exp- 
eriment. that is the vision we need 
to export to the Middle East and 
to give peace a chance. 
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An un-Swiss way 
to sell watches 

Switzerland's watch industry, almost ruined in the 1970s by Far East 
competition, has recovered by paying most "un-Swiss" attention to 
fun and fashion. W X. Loetfcens, recently in Switzerland, reports. 


THE Swiss always did make good 
watches. Now they have learnt 
how to sell them in a world tra- 
nsformed by quartz technology 
and fierce competition from Hong 
Kong and Japan. 

Quartz has made good time- 
keeping commonplace and cheap. 
As a high-wage country. Swi- 
tzerland had to provide something 
extra when the Japanese almost 
brought the Swiss industry to its 
knees in the late 1970s. 

That something extra was style, 
luxury or, in the lower price range, 
tire almost impudent marketing 
circus of Swatch and similar wat- 
'ches as fun and fashion wear. 

1 A good watch often used to last 
a lifetime. Now the makers of the 
plastic-eased variety are delighted 
to find that the real enthusiast may 
wear several of these new watches 
simultaneously. Swatch now plans 
two annual changes of styling to 
keep the fashion alive. 

Mr. Robert A. Hussy, an exe- 
cutive at SMH, the largest Swiss 
watchmaking concern and pro- 
ducer of Swatch, suras up the 
Swatch revolution by saying: “It is 
so delightfully un-Swiss.” Un- 
Swiss or not. the Swatch and oth- 


hnology, but also to their mar- 
keting. 

Since that costs money, some 
makers have teamed up with own- 
ers of well-known brands of other 
consumer goods. The watches are 
sold under die label and through 
the outlets of these brands and 
made to fit their image. 

Hits is a variation on the theme 
of the Swatch which has est- 
ablished its own brand image and 
given rise to a small industry pro- 
ducing accessories such as cos- 
tume jewellery or sunglasses mat- 
ching the current Swatch ranges. 
The Swatch-maker, SMH, com- 
missions the goods and charges for 
the right to copy the patterns. 

The Swatch craze was the major 
element in SMH 1 s return to profit. 
Consolidated profit for 1983 was 
zero, rising to SFr26 j million in 
1984 . Figures for 1 985 are not yet 
available: a forecast of SFr86.5 
million was made last November, 
but has been rendered out of date 
by the decline of the dollar and by 
the needifo rescue one of SMBTs 
businesses. Omega. 

But Mr. Hussy says that none 
the less 198S was a good year, and 
that the indications for 1986 are 


era of its kind have helped to rea- 
ssert Switzerland's primacy in 
world markets. 

Though total exports last year 
of 573 mflfion watches and mov- 
ements lagged well behind the 1 26 
milli on exported from Japan and 
the 399.5 mil Son exported from 
Hong Kong, by value die Swiss 
were well ahead: exports of 
SFi43 billion ($2.4 bflfiou) to 
1965 as against SFr 33 bSGoo 
from Japan and SFr22 bflfion 
from Hong Kong. (The figures are 
those erf the Swiss Watchmakers’ 
Federation. Da the case erf Hong 
-Kong they are inflated because the 
colony imported watches and 
movements worth SFr 1.9 billion 
in 1985, most of which were re- 
exported.) 

A recent study of the industry, 
made by the Union Bank of Swi- 
tzerland, states that the Swiss have 
regained market share since die 
near-debacle of the 1970s, to the 
point where they supply 10 per 
cent of world exports of watches 
.and complete movements by voL- 
mne, but 45 percent by value. The 
Japanese shar e s about 35 per 
cent n both cases and that of the 
'rest of Asia, mdudfog Hong 
Kong, 50 percent by volume, but 
a mere 14 per cent by value. 

Behind me figures there are 
several facts worth noting. Unlike 
Hong Kong, the Swiss have no 
track wife the very cheap and 
labour-intensive simple digital 
watch. Unlike the Japanese they 
are not committed to very high 
volume production, at the cost of 
some economies of scale, bat gai- 
ning, instead, greater potential 
flexibility. 

FfoaDy, die figures demonstrate 
tint the Swatch revolution, havfog 
taken place at tire cheaper (though 
not the cheapest) end of foe mar- 
ket, does not tell foe foil story of 
recent events. 

■ To be complete the story most 
include the luxury watchmakers, 
wbo are thriving, and the makers 
of watches in foe middle price 
range, the sort of thfog that used to 
be given as a 15fo birthday pre- 
sent. It retails in Swit z e r lan d for 
SFH50-500 compared with about 
SFr50 for foe Swatch. The med- 
ium range lTfflVrf gtW siiffr.r f mtan 
foe t raditio nal fragmentation of 
the industry , though Dr. Daniel A. 
Kellethals, director-general of the 
watchmakers’ federation, feels 
that such diversity, provided it is 
not excessive, gives the chance to 
.achieve the flexibility called for in 
an age when fashion and mar- 
keting are incrcasfogty important. 

Besides some very specialised 
businesses, snch as makersof faces 
or hands, the federation still has 
220 members wbo assemble com- 
plete watches, a number that is 
likely to decrease. Those who sur- 
vive will have to show inv- 
entiveness in styling and tec- 


good. Of the dcrflar, he says that 
“we can just about live” with the 
present exchange rates. 

For the Swats industry as a 
whole it is important that SMH 
should do well, since its ETA div- 
ision provides about three- 
quarters of the electronic mov- 
ements needed in Switzerland. 

Evidence that the concern, the 
biggest Swiss watch maker, has 
recovered from a bad patch came 
last year when a group of Swiss 
entrepreneurs, headed by Mr. 
Nicolas G. Hayek, increased their 
small stake to 51 per cent of the 
shares and undertook to hold on 
to them for at least seven years. A 
group of banks, which still holds 
about 30 per cent, at foe same 
time wrote off some SFr230 mil- 
lion it had provided to keep the 
concern (then still known as 
Asnag/SSIH) above water. 

In tire rarefied atmosphere of 
die Geneva fenny watchmakers, 
"■mriane events such as reo- 
onstnactfon or flagging sales are 
hardly known and certainty never 
breafeed about. They do not talk 
n«A about their busmess, but as 
a rule cannot (and probably do not 
want to) keep np with demand. 

One of the most aristocratic, 
Fatek Philippe, gives a sales figure 
of about $40 milfion for 1984. 
Output varies from 10,000 to 
12, 000 pieces, all hand-made. The 
price range, in Switzerland, ranges 
from SFr5,800 for a plain gold, 
watch with hour, minute and sec- 
ond hands only, to over 
SFrSOO,jOOO far a piece made to 
older, decorated with jewels or 
enamel uifoi at nres , incorporating 
a perpefnal calendar and showfog 
tile phases of the moon. U may be 
a s top w a tc h, too, and wflleven tell 
the tine of day. 

Fatek Phifippe, now owned by 
the Stem famfly of Geneva, claims 
to be foe only watch company that 
wfll still decorate a watch for yoo 
with an enamel mmiatnreofynnr- 
own dtoise. So d e fi c ate is tins 
work that the artist may have to 
pull out a hah from her head to 
paint on the finer detafl. 

Buttiie mam interest of the bos- 
foess is in die perfection of its 
■ww^niral movements^ which 
appeals to foe horologjcal ent- 
husiast fascinated by a works that 
may cootafo up to 800 hand-made 
pieces. 

Aboutooefo three of Fatek Phi- 
lippe's watches far men are meo- 
[ haniral, but women seem to be 
(more down to eartt: the share of 
quartz movements is 60 per cent 
among the women’s watdhes. 

With engaging frankness, Patefc 
Philippe describes titontystique of 
the hand-made mechanical watch 
as an incredible anachronism.” It 
seems to be one that enough peo- 
ple remain ready to pay for — Fin- 
ancial Times feature.

The concept of raising funds 
through sports events is not new; 
□or is the beneficiary — Africa. 
But the difference this time aro- 
und is that it wouid be the first 
time ever that “Millions will be 
running in over 100 countries at 
the same time for Africa," says 
Suha MadjaJani, UNICEF inf- 
ormation officer for the Middle 
East and North Africa. 

The fin ?l laps of the African 
runner through New York City on 
May 25 will be broadcast alive on 
television and radio with a special 
hook-up with every continent, 
said Ms. Madjalani. 

The massive UNICEF- Band 
Aid joint effort around the world 
is expected to bring in greatly- 
needed millions of dollars for the 
Africans. World nations, U.N.and 
other international agencies and 
Geldof did manage to raise mas- 
sive amounts and avert the death 
of millions in 1985 and the sit- 
uation improved. But if proper 
action is not taken now to str- 
eamline long-term development 
programme, the crisis could recur 
m a greater magnitude and the sit- 
uation could get out of control, 
according to relief officials. 

Jordan has been one of the 
Third World countries which, 
despite their limited resources, 
sought to help the needy in Africa, 
especially in Sudan. Ms. Madj- 
alani recalled. Crown Prince 
Hassan led the national effort 
which resulted in many a needy 
person in Sudan getting food, rel- 
ief supplies and medicine. Fur- 
thermore, the Crown Prince’s ini- 
tiative also spurred several other 
Arab countries to follow suit. 

Host countries of the “Sports 
Aid" campaign have the choice of 
naming the beneficiary African 
country for the proceeds of their 
national campaign or to leave it to 
UNICEF programmes. In Jor- 
dan's case, the National Com- 
mittee for Sudan will take direct 
charge of the half of proceeds of 
Che Kingdom's campaign and use 
the funds to support its ongoing 
campaign to aid the Sudanese 
people. 

Among world sports events 
scheduled to take plaice during the 
"Sports Aid" week are an “ult- 
imate cricket match" between 
West Indies and a “Rest of the- 
World” team, an ice-skating gala 
with prominent international ath- 
letes and a "gymnastics spe- 
ctacular" with participants from 
13 countries.

Bol wants to be ranked among 
the NBA greats like Kareem 
Abdul Jabbar, Larry Bird and 
Moses Malone. 

“Guys fike Kareem and Larry 


played basketball since they were 
kids” he told Reuters. “I only sta- 
rted six years ago. But I want to be 
as good' as they are." 

Already it has been a rags- 
to- riches story for Bol, and a story 
that has brought him fame back in 
Sudan. 

Bora into a Dinks tribe, he 
knew little of the world beyond his 
home village of Gogrial, where his 
dafly chore was to guard his fam- 
ily's cattle on the lush green pas- 
tures of Bah El Gh a zal. 

In 1979 he was spotted by a 
local minister who derided to take 
him some 1,000 kilometres away 
to the capital Khartoum. 

He began his basketball career 
with Khartoum's Catholic club 
and immediately lost a tooth hit- 
ting the metal rim of the goal net. 

Friends and a visiting American 
coach persuaded him to try his 
hand fn the United States. 

On May 22. 1983, he boarded a 
flight to New York not knowing 
e nough English to ask the airline 
attendant for a glass of water. 

“They took me to Geveland 
University but they would not let 
me play there because I bad no 
high school diploma." he said. “So 


friends took me to the University 
of Bridgeport is Connecticut 
where I studied English and pis- 
yed for one season.** 

“Then I decided to leave wRege 
because I could not make enough 
mosey playing ccBeg&tc bas- 
ketball and the only way was to 
play pro ball.** Bol recalls. 

“Bui people said: 'You arc not 
gonna make it in the NBA." 

“1 played for a while in tire UJS„ 1 
Basketball League and got drafted 
with the Washington Bullets sho- 
rtly after I scored 27 points and 
made 15 rebounds in one league 
g a roe." 

Bofs first days with the Bullets 
were almost entirely taken up pla- 
ying defence but this changed late; 
in the season. 

“Now I am beginning to shoot 
more, but defence remains my str- 
ongest point," Bol adds. 

Last season he equalled a 1975 
NBA recorded by blocking 13 
shots against Atlanta.

Jones takes new engine into contention 


MONTE CARLO (R) — Alan 
Jones' smQe was as warm as the 
Monaco sunshine. 

A relatively new car, powered 
by an even newer engine, had car- 
ried Australia’s former world 
champion into sixth place on the 
grid for Sundays Grand Prix here. 

It was a sparkling opening pra- 
ctice effort by the Haas Lola team 
who had their first taste of {for- 
mula One racing at Monza, Italy, 
last September, and it was only the 
second Grand Prix appearance of 
their long awaited Ford Turbo 
engine. 

The Hkes of Brazilian Ayrton 
Senna and Finland's Kekc Ros- 
beig qualified higher than Jones in 
Thursday’s opening practice but 
that was predictable as both men 
-were in proven machinary. 

Jones, world number one in 
1980 and persuaded out of ret- 
irement to spearhead the Team 
Haas challenge, appeared well sat- 
isfied with the team's progress to 
date* and die impression he has 
made in Monaco. 

“We have much more of a cha- 
nce here,” be said Friday. “Alt- 
hough we are about 350BHP 
down on qualifying power and 
around 100BHP behind the other 
teams for racing the engine res- 
ponse is much quicker at Monaco. 
If s not like racing on fast tracks." 

‘Ifitrainswe willbeeven better 
off," Jones added. 

The Monaco street circuit is 
probably the tightest on the world 
championship calender. It is a 
great leveller with much emphasis 
on driving ability rather than sheer 
speed. Jones, a gutsy performer, 
possesses plenty of talent. 

But so does Senna and Rosberg, 
first and second on the grid on the 


eve of final practice. 

Senna has booked pole position 
at all three of this season’s races, 
pins last year's Australian Grand 
Prix finale. 

If the Lotus driver stays out in 
front Saturday he will be only one 
short of the record six pole pos- 
itions in succession achieved by 
Briton Stirling Moss in 1959-60 
and Austrian Niki Landa in 1974. 

While Senna was able to relax 
Friday, the only rest day between 
qualifying sessions in the entire 
cnampion&ip series, his com- 
patriot Nelson Piquet had much to. 
worry about. 

Piquet, joint title leader with 


Senna, and his Williams teammate 
Nige! Mansell of Britain blew four 
Honda engines Thursday. 

Two times world champion 
Piquet was left struggling in 13th 
place while Mansell was in even 
greater trouble. 22nd among a 
26-car field. 

The e ngin e problems will have 
to be resolved Saturday if Mansell 
is to make the grid, restricted to 20 
cars for safety reasons at Monaco. 

In fad. Martin Brundle was the 
only driver among tire quartet of 
Britons to make the top 20. He 
filled J4th place in the new Tyrrell 
which he has crashed in his ia$t 
two attempts at starting a race.

China to limit oil exports 
to support OPEC strategy 


KUWAIT (Agencies) — A senior 
Chinese official was quoted Thu- 
rsday as saying Peking would fre- 
eze oil exports to support OPEC 
'efforts to stabilise the world oil 
market. 

State Councillor Zhan g Jingfu 
told the Kuwait Times that China, 
Asia’s biggest crude producer, 
would hold oil exports in 1986 at 
last year’s level of 30 million ton- 
nes. equivalent to 600,000 barrels 
per day (b/d). 

He urged OPEC, the Org- 
anisation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries, and producers outside 
the 13-nation group to consider 
their mutual interests, and talk 
with each other to achieve a rea- 
sonable solution to the problem of 
a world glut. 

"‘This will be beneficial to the 
stabilisation of the world economy 
and the development of the Third 
World countries, and to all," the 
newspaper quoted him as saying. 

Grata last year produced 125 
million tonnes (25 million b/d,) 
he said, aiding exports went to 
neighbouring Asian countries, 
mainly Japan. 

Mr. Zhang said the derision to 
go along with OPEC was taken in 
pursuit of world ofi market sta- 
bility and the need to strike a pro- 
per balance between supply and 
demand. 

The councillor, the newspaper 
■said, indicated “China would con- 
tinue this policy until the rea- 
lisation of such an objective.** 

The Peking government was 
concerned over the steep fall in 
world oil prices and hoped OPEC 
would win support from other 
.producers in its bid to stabilise the 
market, Mr. Zhang added. 

Yamani sees more viable 

chances of stable prices 

Meanwhile, Saudi Arabian Oil 

Minister Ahmad Zafci Yamani 

said Thursday that OPEC and 
non-OPEC producers on stable 
oil prices have now become more 
viable than in the past few months. 

He warned that without coo- 
peration between the two groups, 
“we will never be able to bolster 
the international oil market’* ■ 

“We are against a decline in oD 
prices and our plan within OPEC 
calls for increasing and stabilising 
the prices,” he.said in an interview 
in Knwait 

Asked about the probabilities 
of Britain and Norway coo- 
perating with OPEC through cuts 
in their oil output. Sheikh Yamani 
said that “methods of cooperation 
with OPEC can assume various- 1 
other forms." 

Iraq to abide by ‘scientific’ 

OPEC output agreement 

Iraqi Oil Minister Qassim Taki 
A2 Oraibi was quoted as saying 
that Iraq will “accept and abide 
by” any production quota set by 
OPEC provided a “srientitific and 
objective formula" is worked out 
covering all member countries. 

He explained that such a for- 
mula would have to take into acc- 
ount the oil reserves, production 
capacity, needs and population of 
each member. 

In an interview, Mr. Al Oraibi 
said that “Iraq will continue to 
increase its oil production*'* until it 


attained what it considered its just 
quota of 13.1 per cent of the total 
OPEC ceiling. 

Prices rise against 
predictions 

On market developments, 
world oil prices have risen steadily 
in recent weeks in defiance of pre- 
dictions by some energy analysts 1 
that OPEC’s failure last month to 
agree on firm output cuts would 
push them back below $10 a bar- 
rel- 

OD traders and analysts con- 
tacted by Reuters said strong 
demand for petrol in the United 
States appeared to be the biggest 
factor in boosting crude oD prices 
by several dollars, despite fears 
mat the world glut would weigh 
them down. 

They noted that U.S. demand 
for petrol, normally high at this 
time of year, was particularly firm 
because many Americans worried 
about terrorism abroad planned to 
spend their holidays at home rat- 
her than travelling overseas. 

“More Americans will be dri- 
ving at home this year as they're 
scared of coming to Europe," one 
analyst said. 

The American Petroleum Ins- 
titute estimates that gasoline con- 
sumption this spring is three to six 
■per cent higher than last year with 
petrol stocks nearly five milli on 
barrels lower. 

Sellers of Brent, Britain's key 
traded crude, for June loading 
were quoting nearly SI 4 a barrel 
Thursday up from 510.88 for a 
cargo traded three weeks ago. 
West Texas Intermediate, the 
main U8. crude, was above $15 a 
barrel Wednesday for June del- 
ivery. 

‘There's an absolute gasoline 
crunch in the US.,’’ said one 
Load on -based oD trader. “That’s 
propping up prices in what is a 
fun damentall y weak market.'' 

The recent trend runs counter 
to expectations that, prices would 
weaken dramatically on the fai- 
lure by OPEC to slash production 
at its last meeting which ended on 
April 21. 

Although the group agreed on a 
new theoretical output ceiling for 
the rest of this year, it deferred 
discussion of individual quotas 
until the next conference on June 
25. 

Another factor expected to 
depress the market was the res- 
umption on April 25 of Norway's 
900,000 b/d oil output after a. 
.19-day shutdown due to a labour 
dispute. But the reappearance of 
Norwegian crude has made only a 
slight impact on prices, analysts 
said. 

Many traders and analysts are 
puzzled that prices are as high as 
they are, adding that they think 
the market’s reaction has been 
somewhat exaggerated. 

“We’re scratching our heads,” 
said Mr. Colin Blackbourn, an oil 
analyst with London stockbrokers 
Shepard and Chase. 

He said factors adding to the 
price rise might be maintenance 
shutdowns in the North Sea, res- 
tocking by refiners several months 
early due to current low prices and 
depleted stocks, and fears that the 
nuclear accident in Chernobyl 


might lead to greater Soviet int- 
ernal consumption of oil. 

The analysts added that Brent 
and other grades might also have 
been pulled up by rises on the New 
York futures market of the U.S. 
West Texas benchmark crude, 
which broke through the S15 a 
barrel resistance level and could 
surge to $16. 

The analysts said they did not 
think the upwards price trend on 
the spot oil market was sus- 
tainable once demand slackened, 
adding that prices could hover 
around S12 orS 13 a barrel later in 
the year. 

However, they said wrangling 
within OPEC on production and 
apparent lack of desire by Saudi 
Arabia to curtail its output would 
continue to destabilise prices and 
cause volatility. 

European companies face 
uncertainties 

Moreover, uncertainties in oil 
markets has caused most Eur- 
opean o3 companies to cut back 
on exploration and drilling pro- 
jects but the larger firms remain 
optimistic they can weather the 
crisis. 

Stockbrokers warn that a pro- 
longed period of uncertainty lies 
ahead for European oD shares and 
investors need to be careful about 
which companies they choose. 

Analysts urge investors to- 
avoid companies heavily involved 
in exploration and to stick to the 
major groups such as Royal 
Dutch/Shell and British Pet- 
roleum with financial strength, 
marketing advantages and secure 
dividends. 

Analysts believe oil prices will 
be higher later in 1986 and said 
the test investment stance is to 
assume the crude price oould 
range between SI 0 and S20 a bar- 
rel each year over the next two to 
three years. 

' Oils analyst Paul Gregory with 
brokers Wood Mackenzie in Edi- 
nburgh said the ofl price could be 
around 517 a barrel by the fourth 
quarter, helped by seasonal winter 
demand and possibly a fragile 
OPEC agreement to limit pro- 
duction. 

Prices oould also be boosted by 
factors such as strong U.S. petrol 
demand and norm sea mai- 
ntenance shutdowns this s umm er. 

A Reuter survey shows that oil. 
companies in France, Norway, 
Britam-and -The Netherlands are- 
having to cut back on exploration 
and arilfiiig projects, out how 
much they are affected by the col- 
lapse vanes. 

British Betroleum^B-P.), whose 
1986 exploration and dev- 
elopment budget has been cui by 
about 20 per cent, has told sha- 
reholders that the oil price fall 
could reduce its earnmgs this year 
by some £500 million ($765 rnfl- 
lion). 

The group would also incur a 
further loss of profits through the 
oD price impact on its U.S. sub- 
sidiary Standard Ofl. 

Earlier this month, however. 
BF. chairman Sir Peter Walters 
told shareholders BP.’s finances 
were heal dry and the balance 
sheet remained strong. 


Dollar plunges to record 
low against yen in Tokyo 


TOKYO (R) — The U.S, dollar plunged to a record 
low of 162.55 yen Friday as currency traders con- 
cluded that every major country except Japan wants 
a stronger Japanese currency. 


After a quiet morning of listless 
trading, the dollar was battered by 
waves of selling by Japanese exp- 
orters, investors and speculators. 

“The Japanese are selling the 
dollar for yen with tears in their 
eyes,” said Bank of America Vice 
President Takashi Okura, ref- 
erring to the damage being done 
to the Japanese economy by a 
strong yen. 

The muscular yen has also dealt 
a blow to Prime Minister Yasuhiro 
Nakasone’s hopes for a third term. 
Mr. Nakasone has been bitterly 
criticised for his failure to secure 
the help of Japan’s summit par- 
tners to stop the yen's rise. 

The dollar staged a mild rec- 
overy to end at 162.85, about 
1-1/2 yen below its close in Tokyo 
Thursday. The yen even rose aga- 
inst the normally all-powerful 
West German made. 

The Bank of Japan stood alone 
in the market Friday, buying an 
estimated $100 to 5200 million, 
but its purchases were swamped 
by the heavy selling, dealers said. 

Paradoxically, Friday’s abrupt 
decline in the dollar was triggered 
by big selling by a company which 
will be among those most hurt by 
the drop, a major Japanese app- 
liance maker. A strong yea will 
make the company's products less 
competitive overseas.

Dealers see dollar heading for 
150 yen mark 

Earlier, dealers said that the 
dollar should fall below the 160 
yean mark soon and continue 
down towards 1 50 as US. political 
pressure on Japan for a stronger 
yen intensifies ahead of Nov- 
ember’s rnid-term elections in Ok 
U nited States. 


They said foe Tokyo summit 
ended on Tuesday without pro- 
ducing any concrete measures to 
halt foe fell of foe dollar. They 
ruled out any significant recovery 
above 180 yen for the dollar this 
year. 

“The dollar is likely to fall 
150-1 55 yen by the end of foe year 
because foe U.S. is expected to 
increase pressure for a higher yen 
before U.S. mid-term elections to 
offset U.S.-Japan trade imb- 
alances,” Citibank chief dealer, 
Mr. Minoru Yoshida said. 

“The dollar’s fell even below 
150 yen is possible because for- 
eign exchange rates usually 
overshoot.’' said Mr. Yukuu Tak- 
ahashi, vice president at Chemical 
Bank. 

“In terras of outcome foe sum- 
mit was a non-event. It has dem- 
onstrated that some of foe cou- 
ntries remain divided over their 
views of interest rates and exc- 
hange rates. Judging from this, 
nothing has changed for foe dol- 
lar," European Asian Bank reg- 
ional treasurer, Mr. Manfred Sch- 
auer said in Hong Kong. 

“After selling foe dollar for 12 
months it is not easy to change foe 
market's mood, but we are pretty 
close to a bottom." be added. 

Mr. Masaru Yajima, foreign 
exchange and money division 
manager at Nippon Credit Bank 
Ltd., said foe dollar's downward 
trend should continue unless foe 
United States stepped into foe 
market to support foe dollar or 
said it had fallen enough. 

But dealers said the U.S. gov- 
ernment was on willing to adopt 
either course at present because a 
stronger yen was foe only way to 
satisfy domestic voters while the 
U5. economy remained sluggish 
and the country had a big trade, 
deficit, particularly with Japan.

growth. 

He said foe forces oi pro- 
tectionism which hamper exports 
from developing countries should 
be restrained.

mean more buying from us." he 
said. 

Mr. Voicker said higher eco- 
nomic growth would also help res- 
olve foe debt problems of some- 
developing countries. 

“It is difficult — I think imp- 
ossible — to deny the simple pro- 
position that foe debt problem, as- 
so many others, must be resolved 
in a fracr ewort cf growth" hi 
noted. 

He sakl he sees progress in res- 
olving some of foe debtor nations 
problems, with the World Bans:

He noted that negotiations arc 
in progress with Argentina, Mex- 
ico, Ecuador, Colombia and the 
Ivory Coast as well as other cou- 
ntries.

lear accident, a spokesman said 
Thursday. 

The ban on imports of fresh 
meat and cattle and pigs was eff- 


ective immediately and would stay 
in force until Mav 31 . 

EC states had postponed their 
decision on a proposal also to ban 
imports of fresh fruit, vegetables, 
dairy products and freshwater 
fish.

Soviet officials. 

Mr. Blix said the Soviets have

The attack against Spain's top 
judge came a day after three sus- 
pected ETA members were jailed 
for 30 years each for killing a 
13 -year-old boy who was fatally 
wounded when be kicked a bomb 
left near a car and intended to kill 
a civil guard. 

A fourth was jailed for 29 years 
for killing a navy petty officer last 
year. 


The attack coincided with 
ETA's admission of mistaken ide- 
ntity in killing a retired tram wor- 
ker in Bilbao last week. 

Mr. Guerra said this admission 
and the failure of the attack aga- 
inst Mr. Hernandez Gil were a 
setback for ETA. 

Official sources have said they 
feared Basque attacks in the 
rtm-up to an early general election 
next June 22.

TOKYO (R) — Prime Minister 
Yasuhiro Nakasone, underfire for 
apparently gaining little for Japan 
from the Tokyo economic summit, 
signalled Friday he may have aba- 
ndoned a quest to seek an ext- 
ended terra in power. 

Aides said his acceptance at a 
cabinet meeting of a timetable for 
plan to redistribute parliamentary 
seats ruled out his chances of cal- 
ling general elections next month. 

It also means he would have 
little hope of persuading the ruling 
Liberal Democratic Party (LDP) 
to let him stay oa as its leader after 
his second two-year term expires 
in October. 

By stepping down as LDP lea- 
der. Mr. Nakasone would aut- 
omatically relinquish the pre- 
miership. 

He has been bitterly criticised 
for failing to secure the coo- 
peration of other countries at this 
week's summit in stemming the 
dramatic rise of the yen which is 
bringing hard times to Japanese 
exporters. 

Mr. Nakasone had banked hea- 
vily on cutting a good summit fig- 
ure to further tus political amb- 
itions. LDP rules says a leader can 


serve only two two-year terms and 
Mr. Nakasone would need to inc- 
rease his support in parliament to 
get them changed. 

The plan accepted by Mr; Nak- 
asone was basically about red- 
istribution of seats in the diet, or 
lower house of parliament. 

It would reduce the number of 
seats in sparsely populated rural 
districts and increase them in 
urban areas. But the plan con- 
tained a danse requiring a 30-day 
notification period before the law 
can go into effect. 

This meant it could not become 
effective until after parliament 
dissolves on May 22. 

The complicated political tim- 
etable made it unlikely that Mr. 
Nakasone could then call general 
elections to coincide with upper 
house polls set for the end of June. 

To rally the support be seeks, 
Mr. Nakasone would have to hold 
both elections at the same tune.

Sherpa who conquered 
Everest dies aged 72 


NEW DELHI (R) — Sherpa Ten- 
zing Noigay, who conquered Eve- 
rest in 1953 with Sir Edmund Hil- 
lary, tied in the Indian city of Dar- 
jeeling Friday, the Press Trust of 
India reported. He was 72. 

Tenzing, who was bora in 
Nepal, was survived by his second 
wire and three sons and force dau- 
ghters. 

Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi 
hailed Tenzing in a message of 
condolence, as “foe tiger of fog 
shows" and saki the entire nation 
mourned him. 

President Zail Singh said in a 
message he was “the doyen of 
mountaineering in India" and “his 

r * X adventure and courage wiD 
ys inspire all of us especially 
foe youth." 

Tenzing became a world figure 


when he and Hillary, now New 
Zealand’s High Commissioner in 
India, reached foe 8,848-metre 
(29,028-feet) summit of Everest 
on May 29, 1953. 

He was a member of foe sherpa 
people of the Himalayas, who are 
renowned as high altitude porters 
and mountain guides. 

Hillary later praised Tenzing as 
a man with “tremendous mot- 
ivation to actually reach the sum- 
mit ofj his mountains. 

“This motivation — combined 
with his physical ability — made 
him formidable indeed, and res- 
ulted in his reaching the siimmit of i 
Everest with me,” Hillary wrote. 

Mr. Gandhisaid in his message i 
that Tenzing had become a legend . 
in his lifetime and added: "The I 
nation bows its head to this hero." ! 


U.N. chief wants to quit 


UNITED NATIONS (R) — Tbe 
United Nations oould be bankrupt 
before foe end of the year unless 
members accept cost cutting and. 
in any case. Secretary General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar says he 
■ wants out. 

In usually forthright language 
for him, Mr. Perez de Cuellar 
Thursday termed “absurd" Hurd 
World objections to his economy 
package to relieve a projected 
shortfall of up to $275 million. 

The General Assembly, called 
bade at his request, was expected 
to decide whether to accept the 
plan, which, among other things, 
calls for a three-week reduction in 
tile annual 13-week session. 

The cut, to save $1.1 million, is 
strongly opposed by tbe Third 
World. 

“The short-sightedness I do not 
understand,” Mr. Perez de Cue- 
llar told reporters, adding that if 
members rejected his plan, there 
might be no funds for an assembly. 

Reg 3 rdless, he said, he wants to 
retire at the end of the year, when 
his five-year term expires, and has 
already bought a penthouse in 
Madrid. 

Mr. Perez de Cuellar, who was 
66 last January , -said several tiroes 
that “I have to leave at tbe end of

“I don’t belong to the navy he 
said. “I want to leave." 

But he also indicated that if he 
were asked to stay on he might set 
preconditions. 

Apart from the current financial 
problems, he is known to be dis- 
mayed by what he sees as a ten- 
dency away from mnltilatpralfom. 
which has reduced foe UN. role. 

Diplomats said there is no obv- 
ious successor, but aspirants inc- 
lude Sadruddin Aga Khan, who I 
came close in 1981 but was vetoed 
by the Soviet Union. 

Mr. Perez de Cuellar said no 
one should be a formal candidate 
for foe post because that meant 
making promises. 

Asked about foe controversy 
over his predecessor. Knit Wal- 
dheim, who has been accused of 
hiding a Nazi past, he said the five 
permanent members of the Sec- 
urity Council who made the nom- 
ination failed to do their 
homework. 

Alto in his own case, he said, he 

doubted if they checked his 
background. 


Communist ‘troika’ leadership emerges in Kabul 


ISLAMABAD (R) — New Afg- 
han Communist Chief Najibullah 
appears to be establishing a 
three-man “troika'' leadership, 
copying the model Moscow has 
traditionally used after a powerful 
leader is replaced, Afghan exiles 
said Friday. 

Mr. Najibullah, named last 
Sunday as party leader after a 
tense three-day Central Com- 
mittee session, Thursday began 
appealing at official functions 
with President Babrak Karmal 
and Prime Minister Sultan Ali 
Kish tman ri, they said . 

The trio’s appearance at a pol- 
itburo meeting and a Soviet cer- 
emony in Kabul marking the end 
of World War Q suggested foal 
former party leader Karmal would 
continue to play some public role 
despite his demotion and repeated 
criticism from Moscow. 

While Mr. Najibullah, 39, de- 
arly dominates foe troika, it is too 


early to say whether he will one 
day dismantle it by taking over the 
largely ceremonial presidency, the 
exiles safe). 

If Mr. Karmal is ill — he off- 
icially quit for health reasons and 
his appearance Thursday was the 
first since he left for a month-long 
check-up in Moscow on March 30 
— foe troika model could allow 
him to stay but in a less trying job, 
they said. 

The official Bakhtar News 
Agency reported that the trio att- 
ended two meetings together Thu- 
rsday and also sent a standard 
message of congratulations to 
Czechoslovakia on its Liberation
